Soviet Russia will not sue for peace 
this antumn. Even should Moscow fall, 
Russia both can and will continue the 


struggle against the Axis until at least the 
summer of 1942. 

Nothing has astonished the world more 
inrecent years than the now four-months 
old struggle of the Soviet. One wonders 
which factor to admire more, the dur 
ability under stress of the Soviet political 
regime, or the fierce resistance of the Red 
army to the Axis military might, so over 


whelmingly superior in leadership and 
material as well as in the tactical effi 
ciency of the troops. 

Defeat has heen the lot of the Soviet 


Marshals on every battlefield of the past 
summer, but even defeat after defeat has 
not yet crushed the fighting spirit of the 
Red army. Today one would be a rash 
military critic who would not predict at 
least an eight months further resistance 
ly the Soviet army. Perhaps indeed, Rus 
ian resistance can be still further pro 
onged if adequate amounts of Allied war 
materials can reach Russia in the coming 
months. 

A civilian, ignorant of military matters, 
night well be content to accept a phrase 
weh as “Russia will continue to offer re 
‘stance to Germany,” and think that by 
the mere repeated enunciation of this 
phrase all Allied and Russian war prob 
ems Would he solved. No soldier, however, 
will be satisfied by such a generality. The 
military man knows full well that there 
ire degrees of “resistance.” He remem 
ts from his studies of military history 
that the type of resistance offered by Lee 
ithe Petersburg lines during the winter 
of 1864-65, bore no resemblance to the 
sterilla warfare with which the Philip 
Mine insurrectos opposed the American 
eeipying army in 1899 and 1900. In the 
‘ase of Russia, also, he knows there can 
‘e varying shades of resistance, Tt is pos 
sible that the Russian armies may con 
—- to absorb the energies of Germany 
“ed Months to come, but perchance these 
‘issian armies may shortly hecome 
Weak that three quarters of the German

Navy and Marines Get 
$10 Month Pay Bonus 


Enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps have been held by the Comptroller 
General to be entitled to the $10 monthly 
bonus authorized for enlisted men of the 
Army of the United States by the Service 
Extension Act of 1941. 

The decision by inference entitles en 
listed men of the Coast Guard to the ad 
ditional pay since men of that service by 
statute receive all pay and allowances pre 
scribed for enlisted men of the Navy. 

Another group which probably will be 
affected by the decision are members of 
the Regular Army Reserve, for the Comp 
troller replied “no” to the first part of 
the following question posed by the Secre 
tary of the Navy: “Are members of the 
Fleet Reserve... entitled to count service 
prior to transfer to the Fleet Reserve, or 
are they required to serve 12 months’ ac 
tive duty subsequent to date of recall to 
active duty?’ 

Men of the Regular Army Reserve oc 
cupy the same position in relation to the 
Army 2s men of the Fleet Reserve hold to 


the Navy. Therefore, though the Comp 
troller General has not yet ruled on a 


question as to the status of Regular Arm) 
Reservists, the decision rendered for the 
Navy this week gives some clue as to the 
nature that his ruling might take. 
The Service Extension Act of 1941 pro 
vides a $10 per month bonus for all mem

Retirement at Age 60 

On 30 June 1942, when the lower 
retirement law or the Army becomes ef 
fectie, the War Deartment proposes to re 
tire all promotion list officers who have 
reached 60 years of age. 

The Act of 13 June 1940 provides that 
after June 1942, brigadier generals shall 
be retired at 62 years of age and promo 
tion list officers at 60 years of age. Au 
thority was given, however, for the See 
retary of War to exempt from these pro 
visions a number of colonels not in ex 
cess of five per cent of the authorized 
strength of colonels. It is this retention 
privilege which the War Department now 
says it does not intend to exercise. 

A War Department letter to the service 
states as follows: 

“1. The War Department does not con 
template the retention of Regular Army 
promotion list colonels on the active list, 
under the provisions of Section 3, Publie 
612, 76th approved 13 June, 
1940 (War Department 12,

Where the services of such 
officers are required after reaching statu 
tory retirement age, they may be imme 
diately called to active duty with the ap 


proval of the War Department in each 
Case,

Pay Study Submitted; 
Senator Presents Bill 


The interdepartmental pay study was 
submitted to the Senate Military Affairs 
(Committee this week, and a proposed new 
pay aet to replace the Joint Pay Act of 
1922 was immediately introduced — by 
Senator Johnson, of Colorado, 

The bill calls for a sweeping revision 
of pay seales of the six services which 
operate under the Joint Pay Aect—the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 


Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public 
Health Service. 

Prepared by an interdepartmental com 
mittee, the report was the result of a 


resolution introduced by Senator Till, of 
Alabama. With the study to guide them, 
a special Senate sub-committee, headed 
by Senator Johnson, will take up his bill. 
Assisting Senator Johnson are Senator 
Hill, and Senators Downey, of California: 
Gurney, of South Dakota, and Bridges, 
of New Tlampshire. 

General effect of the Johnson Pay Act 
is to increase service pay, but a plan has 
been followed, which in one instance, that 
of the warrant officers of the Navy and 
Guard, actually results in a re 
duction of initinl base pay. <A> saving 
clause In the act, however, provides that 
pay of no person shall be reduced by opera- 
tion of the new legislation 

General features of the proposed act 
(text of which will be found elsewhere in 
this issue), are as follows: 

Officers: Substantial increase in pay of 
first grade; substantial increase for 
brigadier venerals: proportionate in 
creases for other grades. Increased rental 
allowances. Pay for rank, whether perm 
anent or temporary. 

Warrant Officers: Increase for masters, 
first mates and first assistant engineers, 
Army Mine Planter Service; increase by 
placing warrant officers on same longevity 
that Is, 5 per cent in 
crease in base pay each three years 

Enlisted men: Abolition of specialist 
ratings in Army and Marine Corps, and 
use of ratings, in Navy and Coast 
Guard; substantial increase in pay of 
seventh and sixth grades: and in second 
pay grade; proportionate increase in 
other pay grades, including first: same 
longevity pay system as officers and war 
rant officers (see paragraph above),

will be at Russia’s disposal in the cast, 
first to re-equip, and then later to main 
tnin this army in the field? What are the 
possibilities of Allied supplies reaching 
Russia, and thus filling the gap caused by 
the loss-of her most highly developed in 
dustrial regions? Some sort of answer to 
these questions must be obtained before 
au soldierly estimate of future Russian re 
sistance should be attempted, 

The Russian evacuation of the western 
and southern Ukraine, together with the 
imminent conquest by the Axis armies of 
the South, of the rich Donet basin, has 
or Will inflict shortly upon Russia the loss 
of approximately 70 per cent of her coal, 
60 per cent of her iron ore and 50 per 
cont of her facilities for producing steel. 
The encirclement of Leningrad has de 
prived her of about 18 per cent of her 
plants producing finished manufactured 
articles, If Moscow is lost as well, Cand 
the probability of this loss must now be 
reckoned with) another serious industrial 
blow will have been struck by the Axis. 
\round Moscow has been concentrated the 
bulk of the aviation industry of the Soviet 
and a large proportion of the factories 
producing tanks, Not less than 70 per cent 
of all the nation’s airplane factories are 
actually situated in a circular area ex 
tending 100 miles in all directions from 
the Kremlin. Thus the capture of Mos 
cow by the Germans would be a military 
catastrophe for the Russians of the first 
magnitude. The industrial losses already 
sustained, and the prospective losses now 
impending, will inevitably diminish Pus 
sian capacity for further resistance, The 
Ukraine, Leningrad, Moscow; these are 
three pillars of the Soviet industrial ef 
fort. Without these pillars, no such mili 
tary effort can be made by Russia next 
year as astonished the world in 1941. 


Other Industrial Regions 


No soldier however, should dismiss all 
prospects of further serious Russian re 
sistance with the mere recognition of the 
importance of these lost districts for the 
nation’s armament production, The So 
viet is well known to possess other im 
portant industrial regions, and fortu 


nately for her, these regions are still far 
removed from the onrushing Axis armies. 
Two of these regions will certainly be 
under Soviet control when winter throws 
its protective blanket of snow over the 
Russian landscape. These two regions, 
however, lie fifteen hundred miies apart, 
The first and least important of them is 
the Baku oil field, which lies south of 
the Caucasus mountains. This field) pro 
duces 85 per cent of Russian petroleum. 
However there are few armament plants 
in this part of Russia. Oil is, of course, 
a prime requirement of modern armies, 
but armies require much more than oil 
alone. 





The second of these regions is” the 
URAL-WEST SIBERIAN industrial area 
lving astride the border of Kurope and 
Asin, with its great cities of SVER 
DLODSK, CHELYBINSK, and OMSK. 

If the Urals and the Caucasus lay close 


together, geographically one could re 
cognize this combined area as a very 
powerful industrial unit, representing 


probably 30° per cent of Russia’s total 
industrial power. Twenty per cent of this 
total would represent the share of the 
Ural region, 10 per cent that of the South 
Caucasus. The strong probability exists 
however, that before winter sets in, the 
Axis armies of the South will interpose 
themselves between the Urals and the 
Caucasus and limit all Russian communi 
cation between these areas to that which 
the Caspian shipping can provide. If this 
development occurs it will force a lower 
ing of this estimate of the industrial 
power of these two regions from 80 per 
cent to only about 22 per cent of the pre 
war figures for Russia as a whole. This 22 
per cent, it will be noted, is just about 
the same figure as that estimated for the 
Ural-West Siberian region by itself. This 
is indeed a very low figure compared to 
that which provided the sinews of war 
for the Russian armies in 1941, 


Doubtful Areas 


It is not a foregone conclusion how 
ever, that) Russian will not possess 


throughout the winter certain other areas 
of very considerable industrial impor 
tance, which will) increase Russia's 
powers of resistance to the Axis. above 
this estimate of 22 per cent. These doubt 
ful regions are 
(1) the IVANOVO-NIINI NOVGO 
ROD industrial area, 200 to 300 miles 
northeast and east of Moscow. 
(2) the STALINGRAD steel! 
ducing district on the west 
the lower Volea and 
(3) the North Caucasus region Ly 
ing south of the Don river, but north 
of the Caucasus mountains, 

Of these three regions in debatable 
land, the first, that of IVANOVO-NLINI 
NOVGOROD, is by far the most impor 
fant as it contains a whole series of ar 
venals, airpline factories and textile 
plaints. The second, Stalingrad, also 
an important industrial asset and pos 
sesses one of the largest steel works in 
KNurope, while the third, the north Cau 
casus, Contains a series of minor oil fields, 
as well as a fairly diversified industry. 
If these three regions, in addition to those 
of the Urals and the South Caueasus re 
main in Russian hands during the win 
ter, and if the ability of these regions to 
communicate with one another is main 
tained, our estimate of Russian industrial 
power as a whole will have to be lifted 
to 35 per cent of the prewar total. 

The keystone of the whole Russian

able achievement of the Soviet. At the 
time of the world war this vast area was 
ouly just emerging from the wilderness. 
In 1917 its industry could not have fur- 
nished the supplies for even a= single 
Russian division. Now, the factories of 
the Urals and Siberias account for ap 
proximately 20 per cent of the whole 
Russian industrial production. This is 
truly an imposing success of Communism, 
und one which stands her now in good 
stend in her hour of trial. Ilowever, this 
Ural-West Siberian industry is not a well 
rounded one, There are endless coal and 
mineral mines; there are large modern 
steel works, but there are also only a few 
automobile, artillery and airplane fac- 
tories. Undoubtedly in the past months, 
some machinery has been shipped by the 
endangered factories of western Russia to 
Siberia to increase the productive fa 
cilities of existing factories there, but 
in view of the recent heavy traffie bur 
den imposed by the war on Russian rail 
wiys, the volume of such shipments can 
not have reached large proportions. 
Power May Be Raised 

From these considerations therefore, it 
will be seen that in the worst possible 
ecuse, i.e. a Russian retreat to the Volga, 
the industrial power of the Soviet for 
142 can be estimated at 22 per cent of 
the prewar figure, while if the debatable 
areas of IVANOVO, STALINGRAD and 
the north Caucasus areas remain within 
the lines of the Red army, and intercom 
munication is maintained between them, 
this percentage can be raised to 35 per 
eoent, 

What do the above percentages repre 
sent in terms of divisions of the Russian 
field army’? Military men have become 
aecustomed in recent years to reekon 
a nation’s military strength in terms of 
divisions. Of course the number of divi 
sions is no absolute standard for measur 
ing the military strength of a nation. 
There are far many psychological 
factors in war, for such a summary ma 
thematical method of determining the 
victor. Nevertheless, numbers are still an 
important factor in war, so that a count 
of available divisions is perhaps as good 
an method as any for measuring the im 
measurable, 

The highest Russian war potential in 
this war may be estimated at around 300 
divisions. This figure represents some 
seven and one half million men under 
arms. Approximately this number of di 
Visions actually has taken the field 
against Germany at one time or another, 
but not all these divisions has opposed 
Germany at any one time. Some were to- 
tally destroyed in June at Minsk and 
PBYALYSTOCK, others were captured at 
Uman in the Ukraine in July. Some of 
these 300 divisions were formed after 
war broke out and never took the field 
until September. It appears doubtful now |

Whether more than 125 divisions, and 
these much reduced in strength, ar 
still fighting Germany. A score of thes 
divisions are encireled at LENINGRAD 

This estimate of 300 divisions as the 
highest Russian war potential does not 
include the 25 divisions of the Red Bur 
ner armies stationed in the Far East 
These divisions have not participated it 
the Axis war and hence have consumed 
no part of the output of the Russian wat 
industries, 


If we reckon the prewar Russian in 
dustry as capable of sustaining about 
three hundred divisions in the field, il 
will be evident that the reduced indus 


try remaining under Russian control this 
coming winter will be able to sustain 
only a fraction of this total. Even if all 
the existing 125 Russian divisions escape 
the German pinchers, these could not 
be maintained by the limited industry 
of the Urals and the Catueasus. In cast 
the Russians withdraw all the way to th 
Volga and the Caucasus, only 22 per cent 
of the potential 300 divisions, or 66, could 
he maintained without British and Amer 
ican aid, and even if only a limited with 
drawal was made which would not im 
ply the loss of the IVANOV®, STALIN 
GRAD and North Caucasian areas, stil 
only 35 per cent of the potential 300 di 
visions, or 105, could maintained b 
Russia in the field.

Text of Bill to Readjust Pay of Uniformed Sevelne 


Following is the complete text of the 
new pay bill as introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Edwin C. Johnson, of Colo- 
rado, chairman to special sub-committee 
on pay: 

A BILL 

To readjust the pay and allowances of per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That, for the 
purpose of computing the annual pay of the 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
and Marine Corps below the grade of briga- 
dier general, of the Navy, the Coast Guard, 
and the Coast and Geodetic Survey, below 
the grade of rear admiral, and of the Public 
Health Service below the grade of assistant 
to the surgeon general, pay periods are pre- 
scribed, and the base pay for each is fixed 
as follows: 

The first period, $1,800; the second period, 
$2,100; the third period, $2,700; the fourth 
period, $3,300; the fifth period, $3,800; and 
the sixth period, $4,200. 

The pay of the sixth period shall be paid 
to colonels of the Army, captains of the Na- 
vy, and officers of corresponding grade; to 
lieutenant colonels of the Army, commanders 
of the Navy, and officers of corresponding 
grade, and lieutenant commanders of the 
line and Engineer Corps of the Coast Guard, 
who have completed thirty years’ service; 
and to the Chief of Chaplains of the Army. 

The pay of the fifth period shall be paid 


to lieutenant colonels of the Army, com- 
manders of the Navy, and officers of cor- 
responding grade who are not entitled to 


the pay of the sixth period; and to majors 
of the Army, lieutenant commanders of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade, 
who have completed twenty-three years’ 
service. 

The pay of the fourth period shall be paid 
to majors of the Army, lieutenant com 
manders of the Navy, and officers of cor 
responding grade who are not entitled to the 
pay of the fifth period; to captains of the 
Army, lieutenants of the Navy, and officers 
of corresponding grade, who have completed 
seventeen years’ service, except those whose 
promotion is limited by law to this grade 
and who are not entitled under existing law 
to the pay and allowances of a higher grade. 

The pay of the third period shall be paid 
to captains of the Army, lieutenants of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the fourth 
period; to first lieutenants of the Army, 
lieutenants (junior grade) of the Navy, and 
officers of corresponding grade, who have 
completed ten years’ service. 

The pay of the second period shall be paid 
to first HNeutenants of the Army, lieutenants 
(junior grade) of the Navy, and officers of 
corresponding grade who are not entitled to 
the pay of the third period; and to second 
lieutenants of the Army, ensigns of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade, who 
have completed five years’ service; and to 
contract surgeons serving full time. 

The pay of the first period shall be paid 
to all other officers whose pay is provided for 
in this section, 

Officers of any of the Services mentioned 
in the title of this Act temporarily appointed 
to higher grades or ranks shall, for the pur 
poses of this Act, be considered officers of 
such grades or ranks while holding such 
temporary appointments. 

Every officer paid under the provisions of 
this section shall receive an increase of 5 
per centum of the base pay of his period for 
each three years of service up to thirty years. 

For officers appointed on and after July 1, 


1922, no service shall be counted for pur 
poses of pay except active commissioned 
service under a Federal appointment and 


commissioned service in the National Guard 
when called out by order of the President. 
For officers in the service on June 30, 1922, 
there shall be included in the computation 
all service which was then counted in com 
puting longevity pay, and service as a con 
tract surgeon serving full time; and also 
75> per centum of all other periods of time 
during which they have held commissions as 
officers of the Organized Militia between 
January 21, 1908, and July 1, 1916, or of the 


National Guard, the Naval Militia, or the 
National Naval Volunteers since June 3, 
1916, shall be included in the computation. 
Longevity pay for officers in any of the 
Services mentioned in the title of this Act 
shall be based on the total of all service in 
any or all of said Services which is author 


ized to be counted for longevity pay pur 
poses under the provisions of this Act or as 
may otherwise be provided by lew: Pro- 
vided, That in computing for any purpose 
the length of service of any officer who was 
appointed to the United States Military Aca 
demy, the United States Naval Academy, or 
the United States Coast Guard Academy, 
after August 24, 1912, the time spent at such 
academy shall not be counted 

The provisions of this Act shall apply 
equally to those persons serving not as com 
missioned officers in the Army or in the other 
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Services mentioned in the title of this Act, 
but whose pay under existing law is an 
amount equivalent to that of a commissioned 
officer of one of the above grades, those re- 
ceiving the pay of colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major, captain, first lieutenant, and second 
lieutenant, being classified as in the sixth, 
fifth, fourth, third, second and first periods, 
respectively. 

Sec. 2. No commissioned officer while on 
field or sea duty shall receive any increase of 
his pay or compensation by reason of such 
duty. 

Sec. 3. When officers of the National Guard 
or of the reserve forces of any of the Services 
mentioned in the title of this Act are au- 
thorized by law to receive Federal pay, those 
serving in grades corresponding to those of 
colonel, Heutenant colonel, major, captain, 
first lieutenant, and second lieutenant of the 
Army shall receive the pay of the sixth, fifth, 
fourth, third, second, and first periods, re- 
spectively, unless entitled to the pay of a 
higher period under the provisions of section 
14 of this Act, Such officers whenever en 
titled to Federal pay, except armory drill 
and administrative function pay, shall re 
ceive as longevity pay, in addition to base 
pay, an increase thereof at the per centum 
and time rates up to thirty years provided 
in section 1 of this Act. In computing the 
increase of pay of each period of three years’ 
service, such officers shall be credited with 
full time for all periods during which they 
have held commissions as officers of any of 
the Services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, or in the Organized Militia prior to July 
1, 1916, or in the National Guard, or in the 
Naval Militia, or in the National Naval 
Volunteers, or in the Naval Reserve Force, 
Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve Force, 
Marine Corps Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, 
and the Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service, when confirmed in grade and quali 
fied for all general service, with full time for 
all periods during which they have performed 
active duty under reserve commissions, and 
with one-half time for all other periods dur- 


ing which they have held reserve commis- 
sions, 
Members of the reserve forces of any of 


the Services mentioned in the title of this Act 
who shall become entitled to Federal pay for 
a continuous period of less than one month 
at the rates fixed for the regular services 
shall receive such pay for each day of such 
period, and the thirty-first day of a calendar 
month shall not be excluded from the com 
putation., 

Payments authorized under the provisions 
of the preceding paragraph may include the 
entire amount lawfully accruing to such per 
sons as pay, allowances, and mileage on ac 
count of such service, and, including pay 
and mileage for their return home, may be 
paid to them during said period and prior 
to their departure from the camp or other 
place at which such service is performed, 

Sec, 4. The term “dependent” as used in 
the succeeding sections of this Act shall in- 
clude at all times and in all places a lawful 
wife and unmarried children under twenty 
one years of age. It shall also include the 
mother of the person concerned provided she 
is in fact dependent on him for her chief 
support: Provided, That the term "children" 
shall be held to include stepchildren and 
adopted children when such stepchildren or 
adopted children are in fact dependent upon 
the person claiming dependency allowance. 

Sec. 5. Each commissioned officer on the 
active list, or on active duty, below the grade 
of brigadier general or its equivalent, in any 
of the Services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, shall be entitled at all times, in addition 
to his pay, to a money allowance for sub 
sistance. The value of one subsistence al 
lowance is hereby fixed at 70 cents per day. 


To each officer of any of the said Services 
receiving the base pay of the first, second, 
third, or sixth period the amount of this 


allowance shall be equal to two subsistence 
allowances, and to each officer receiving the 


base pay of the fourth or fifth period the 
amount of his allowance shall be equal to 
three subsistence allowancees: Provided, 
That an officer with no dependents shall re 
ceive one subsistence allowance in lieu of 
the above allowances, 

Sec, 6. Except as otherwise provided in 
this section, each commissioned officer be 
low the grade of brigadier general or its 


equivalent, in any of the Services mentioned 
in the title of this Act, while either on active 
duty or entitled to active duty pay shall be 
entitled at all times to a money allowance 
for rental of quarters. 

To an officer having a dependent, receiving 
the base pay of the first period the amount 
of said allowance shall be $60 per month, to 
such an officer receiving the base pay of the 
second period the amount of this allowance 
officer 


shall be $75 per month, to such an 

receiving the base pay of the third period 
the amount of this allowance shall be $90 
per month, to such an officer receiving the 
base pay of the fourth period the amount 
of this allowance shall be $105 per month, 


and to such an officer receiving the base pay 
of the fifth or sixth period the amount of | 
this allowance shall be $120 per month 

To an officer having no dependents, re 





ceiving the base pay of the first period the 
amount of said allowance shall be $45 per 
month, to such an officer receiving the base 
pay of the second period the amount of said 
allowance shall be $60 per month, to such 
an officer receiving the base pay of the third 
period the amount of said allowance shall 
be $75 per month, to such an officer re- 
ceiving the base pay of the fourth period the 
amount of said allowance shall be $90 per 
month, and to such an officer receiving the 
base pay of the fifth or sixth period the 
amount of said allowance shall be $105 per 
month, 


No rental allowance shall accrue to an 
officer, having no dependents, while he is on 
field or sea duty, or while an officer with or 
without dependents is assigned quarters at 
his permanent station which, in the judg- 
ment of competent superior authority of the 
Service concerned, are adequate for the oc- 
cupancy of the officer and his dependents; 
Provided, That such officer although fur- 
nished with such quarters shall be entitled 
to rental allowance is authorized in this 
section if by reason of orders of competent 
authority his dependents are prevented from 
occupying such quarters, 

Regulations in execution of the provisions 
of this section shall be made by the Pres- 
ident and shall, whenever practicable, in his 
judgment, be uniform for all of the Services 
concerned, including adjunct forces thereof. 

Sec, 7. The annual base pay of a brigadier 
general of the Army and of the Marine Corps, 


rear admiral (lower half) of the Navy, the 
Assistant Commandant of the Coast Guard, 
the Engineering Chief of the Coast Guard, 


commodore of the Navy, and the assistant 
to the Surgeon General of the Public Health 
Service, shall be $7,250; and the annual base 
pay of a major general of the Army and of 
the Marine Corps and of a rear admiral (up 
per half) of the Navy shall be $8,400, Every 
such officer shall be entitled to the money al 
lowances for subsistence and for rental of 
quarters authorized in sections 5 and 6 of 
this Act for officers receiving the pay of the 
sixth period, 

Officers of the Navy serving in the grade 
of vice admiral, officers of the Army serving 
in the grade of lieutenant general, and of- 
ficers of the other Services mentioned in the 


title of this Act serving in corresponding 
grades, shall be entitled, while so serving, 
to the pay and allowances of a rear ad 


miral (upper half) and to a personal money 
allowance of $500 per year, Officers of the 
Navy serving in the grade of admiral or ae 
Chief of Naval Operations, the Chief of Staff 
of the Army, and officers of the other 
Services mentioned in the title of this Act 
serving in corresponding grades, shall be en 
titled, while so serving, to the pay and al 
lowances of a rear admiral (upper half) and 
to a personal money allowance of $2,200 per 
year. 

Sec, 8. Warrant officers (junior grade) of 
the Army except first mates and assistant 
engineers of the Army Mine Planter Service, 
and warrant officers of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard, shall receive the 
base pay of the first period as established by 
section 1 of this Act and shall be entitled to 
the money allowances for subsistence and 
for rental of quarters as established by sec- 
tions 5 and 6 of this Act for officers receiving 
the pay of the first period. 

First mates and assistant engineers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service shall receive base 
pay at the rate of $1,950 per annum and shall 
be entitled to the money allowances for sub 
sistence and for rental of quarters ag es 
tablished by sections 5 and 6 of this Act for 
officers receiving the pay of the first period. 

Chief warrant officers of the Army except 
chief warrant officers of the Army Mine 
Planter Service, chief engineers of the Army 
Mine Planter Service, and commissioned war 
rant officers with less than ten years of com 
missioned service, of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard, shall receive the base pay 


of the second period as established by sec 
tion 1 of this Act and shall be entitled to 
the money allowances for subsistence and 


for rental of quarters as established by sec 
tions 5 and 6 of this Act for officers receiving 
the pay of the second period: Provided, That 
a commissioned warrant officer or chief war

Comdr. Robert W. Berry, USN, 
who has been assigned as Assistant 
Director of Public Relations, Navy 
Department 
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Army’s Tribute to Navy 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff 
of the Army, speaking at the Navy Day 
dinner in Washington, D. C., Monday, 27 
Oct., 1941, said: 

“Both personnally and officially I wel- 
come this special opportunity to pay the 
tribute of the Army to the power and ef- 
ficiency of the Navy. I am profoundly 
sincere in this statement. During the 
critical days since the fall of France 
while converting a million and a half 
young Americans into an adequate mili- 
tury force, my greatest reassurance has 
been the fact that the Navy was an actual 
rather than a potential force, organized 
und equipped, disciplined and trained, 
dominating the Western Atlantic and the 
Pacific. 

“In this connection it seems appropriate 
for me to refer tonight to the service re- 
cently rendered the Army in the safe 
transit of its contingents to Iceland. The 
Army Commander in his first report to 
me stated that every soldier was filled 
with admiration for the superb efficiency 
with which the Navy handled the convoy. 
He was not indulging in a pleasant com- 
pliment of the banquet table. He referred 
to a haardous operation involving the 
lives of thousands of men and the in- 
terests of every man, woman and child in 
this country. 

“Admiral Stark tonight made some 
very gracious references to the Army and 
to me personally. As a matter of fact he 
rather anticipated what I had in mind 
saying. However, Justice Frankfurter 
has assured me that pleasant things bear 
repetition ; therefore I will conclude with 
this comment: 

“A most comforting reassurance to me 
these past months has been the basis of 
intimate accord with which the Chief of 
Naval Operations and I have been able 
to work together during the past two 
years. I know of no more important fac- 
tor in the development of an effective war 
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machine than a generous spirit of cooper- 
ation on the part of the governing officials. 
I take this occasion to make public ac- 
knowledgment of the fact that the splen- 
did cooperation of Admiral Stark has 
made it possible for the Army and Navy 
to work with unity and singleness of 
purpose in the development of our Na- 
tional Defense.” 


Post Utility Officers’ Careers 


Changes have been made in Army 
Regulations to provide means of es- 
tablishing “career service” for the main- 
tenance and operation of Army posts, Lt. 
Col. G. F. Lewis, chief of the Repairs and 
Utilities Branch, Construction Division, 
office of the Quartermaster General, an 
nounced this week. 

Colonel Lewis, in an address at the an- 
nual meeting of the American Public 
Works Association 28 Oct. in New Or- 
leans, said that under the new plan, 
“Army commissioned personnel trained 
and experienced in the maintenance and 
operation of Post Utilities, may be as- 
signed to such duty in accordance with 
the needs of the posts and the experience 
of the officers, without interruption of 
service for a tour of duty with troops. 
The Quartermaster Corps is thus training 
‘Army City Managers’ (with the title of 
Post Utility Officers) on a career basis 
to manage and operate facilities repre- 
senting an investment in excess of two 
billion dollars.” 








Soldier Commended 

Cpl. Russell C. Cariotto, 3rd Battalion, 
Headquarters Detachment, 134th Infan- 
try, 35th Infantry Division, has been 
commended by Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, com- 
manding general, Second Army for cour- 
age, devotion to duty and presence of 
mind displayed during the recent maneu- 
vers. 

While assisting in laying a smoke screen 
from the rear of a truck, Corporal Cariotto 
secured a burning smoke pot, which had 
broken loose among twelve other pots in 
the truck. While the truck was proceed- 
ing at a high rate of speed along a rough 
and winding road, and while “enemy” 
soldiers were bombarding the truck with 
bottles of FM liquid smoke, Corporal 
Cariotto, secured the burning pot and 
thus prevented possible loss of the 
vehicle by fire and personal injury to 
other occupants of the vehicle.

Deficiencies in Training 

An analysis of the umpire reports for 
the August-September Maneuvers of the 
Second Armies has been completed and 
the deficiencies in training, as reported 
by the unit umpires, sent to all separate 
units by Lieutenant General Ben Lear, 
commanding the Army. 

The analysis of the Umpire Reports 
follows: 

1. During the Army Phase of the August- 
September Maneuvers the following deficien- 
cies in training were reported by the unit 
umpires. 

a. Convoy control and road discipline: 

(1) Improper posting of guides. 

(2) Inter-vehicular distances—poor, 

(3) Trucks parked bumper to bumper. 

(4) Trucks used to transport troops up to 
front lines; frequently left parked under M.G. 
fire. 

(5) Lack of training in entrucking and de- 
trucking. 

(6) Troops dismounting from trucks on left 
side of vehicle while parked along road. 

(7) Troops standing on left side of vehicles 
during halts. 

b. Failure of the smaller units to provide 
Jocal security while in camp and on the march. 

ec, Failure to make timely and adequate 
reconnaissance, 

d. Failure to maintain contact with units on 
the tlank. This frequently enabled the enemy 
to slip through the lines, capture prisoners 
and disrupt communications. 

e. Failure to make prompt reports as to the 
situation, and as to the location of front lines. 

f. Failure to disseminate information. Fre 
quent cases were noted where the troops knew 
nothing of the situation. 

g. Faulty Staff work. 

(1) Failure to properly coordinate the truck 
movements; so that trucks would arrive ready 
to travel at the time the troops are ordered to 
be ready to entruck. 

(2) Failure to issue orders in time for them 
to reach the lowest unit concerned to perform 
the order properly 

(83) Orders frequently 
and contradictory. 

(4) Orders to reconnaissance parties were 
frequently very vague as to the mission, 

(5) Failure of subordinate units in prepar 
ing march tables to coordinate them with 
those of higher units thus causing confusion 
and delays on the road, 

2. a. It was evident from the many reports 
received that the umpire schools conducted 
at the various posts were not thorough in 
their instruction in the manual; and that va- 
rious local ground rules were introduced. This 
results in confusion and poor umpiring when 
these umpires are used with other troops. 

b. It was also evident that a very high per 
centage of commanders were not familiar with 
the contents of the Umpire’s Manual. 

3. It is recommended that: 

a. Additional training in 
convoys be given all units. 

b. Additional training be given in minor 
tuctics, stressing those subjects mentioned in 
subparagraphs b, c, d, e and f of paragraph 1 
above. This has been prescribed. 

e, Each unit to hold staff exercises to train 
the various members of the staff in field op 
erations, 

d, Each station conduct umpire schools for 
all officers, and that during the field exercises 
conducted in the future, officers be rotated

Travel by personnel of the Services men 
tioned in the title of this Act, including the

Guard while on active duty in the Federal 
service, on commercial aircraft, domestic or 
foreign, including travel between airports 


and centers of population or posts of duty 
when incidental to travel on commercial air- 
craft, shall be allowed at public expense 
when authorized or approved by competent 
authority, and transportation requests for 
such travel may be issued upon such author- 
izations. Such expense shall be allowed with- 


out regard to comparative costs of trans- 
portation by aircraft with other modes of 
transportation. 

Individuals belonging to any of the Ser- 


vices mentioned in the title of this Act, in- 
cluding the National Guard and the reserves 
of such services, traveling under competent 
orders which entitle them to transportation 
or transportation and subsistence as distin- 
guished from mileage, who, under regulations 
prescribed by the head of the department con- 
cerned, travel by privately owned conveyance 
shall be entitled, in lieu of transportation by 
the shortest usually traveled route now au- 
thorized by law to be furnished in kind, to a 
money allowance at the rate of 3 cents per 
mile for the same distance: Provided, That 
this provision shall not apply to any person 
entitled to traveling expenses under the “Sub- 
sistence Expense Act of 1926.” 

When any officer, warrant officer, or en- 
listed man above the fourth grade, having 
dependents as defined in Sec. 4 hereof, is or- 
dered to make a permanent change of station, 
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the United States shall furnish transporta- 
tion in kind from funds appropriated for the 
transportation of the Army, the Navy, the 
Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and the Public Health 
Service to his new station for such depen- 
dents: Provided, That for persons in the naval 
service the term “permanent station” as used 
in this section shall be interpreted to mean 
a shore station or the home yard or home port 
of the vessel to which the person concerned 
may be ordered; and a duly authorized change 
in home yard or home port of such vessel 
shall be deemed a change of station: Pro- 
vided further, That if the cost of such trans- 
portation exceeds that for transportation from 
the old to the new station, the excess cost 
shall be paid to the United States by the 
officer, warant officer, or enlisted man con- 
cerned: Provided further, That transportation 
supplied the dependents of such officer, war- 
rant officer, or enlisted man, to or from sta- 
tions beyond the continental limits of the 
United States, shall not be other than by 
Government transport, if such transportation 
is available: Provided further, That the per- 
sonnel of all the Services entitled to pay un- 
der the provisions of this Act shall have the 
benefit of all existing laws applying to the 
Army and Marine Corps for the transporta- 
tion of household effects: And provided fur- 
ther, That in lieu of transportation in kind 
authorized by this section for dependents, 
the President may authorize the payment in 
money of amounts equal to such commercial 
transportation costs when such travel shall 
have been completed. 

The words “permanent change of station” 
as used in this section shall include the 
home of an officer, warrant officer, or enlisted 
man to which he is ordered in connection with 
retirement, 

Personnel of any of the services mentioned 
in the title of this Act performing travel on 


Government-owned vessels for which no 
transportation fare is charged shall be en- 
titled only to reimbursement of actual and 


necessary expenses incured, 

The head of the department concerned may 
determine what shall constitute a travel sta- 
tus and travel without troops within the 
meaning of the laws governing the payment 
of mileage or other travel expenses. 

Sec. 13. The annual base pay of female 
nurses of the Army and Navy shall be as 
follows: During the first three years of ser- 
vice, $1,080; from the begining of the fourth 
year of service until the completion of the 
sixth year of service, $1,260; from the begin- 
ning of the seventh year of service until the 
completion of the ninth year of service, 
$1,440; from the beginning of the tenth year 
of service until the completion of the twelfth 
year of service, $1,620; from the beginning 
of the thirteenth year of service, $1,800. 

Superintendents of the Nurse Corps shall 
receive pay at the rate of $2,500 a year, assis- 
tant superintendents, directors, and assistant 
directors at the rate of $1,500 a year, and 
chief nurses at the rate of $600 a year, in ad- 
dition to their base pay as nurses, Nurses 
shall be entitled to the money allowances for 
subsistence and for rental of quarters as es- 
tablished by sections 5 and 6 of this Act for 
officers receiving the pay of the first period. 

The annual pay of a retired member of the 
Army Nurse Corps or the Navy Nurse Corps 
retired for other than physical disability shall 
be 3 per centum of the total annual active 
duty pay which she is receiving at the time of 
retirement multiplied by the number of com 
plete years of service rendered prior to re 
tirement, but not exceeding 75 per centum of 
such annual active-duty pay: Provided, That 
in computing the period of service for retired 
pay a fractional year of six months or more 
shall be considered a full year: Provided fur- 
ther, That for the purpose of computing 
eligibility for retirement and retired pay, 
there shall be credited active service in the 
Army Nurse Corps and in the Navy Nurse 
Corps, active service as contract nurse prior 


to February 2, 1901, and service as a Reserve 


nurse on active duty since February 2, 1901. 

Sec, 14. Officers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the reserve forces of any of 
the Services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, when on active duty in the service of 
the United States, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the same pay and allowances as are 


authorized for persons of corresponding grade 
and length of service in the Regular Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Public 
Health Service, 

Officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the National Guard, when in the Federal 
service or when participating in exercises or 
performing the duties provided for by sec- 
tion 94, 97, and 99 of the National Defense 
Act, as amended, shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as are authorized for persons 
of corresponding grade and length of service 
in the Regular Army. 

Under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, officers of the National 
Guard, other than general officers, and war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard, shall receive compensation at the rate 
of one-thirtieth of the monthly pay author- 
ized for such persons when in the Federal 
service, for each regular drill, period of ap- 
propriate duty, or other equivalent period of 
training, authorized by the Secretary of War, 
at which they shall have been engaged for 
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the entire prescribed period of time: Pre- 
vided, That such pay shall be in addition to 
compensation for attendance at field or coast 
defense instruction or maneuvers, General of- 
ficers of the National Guard shall receive $500 
a year in addition to compensation for atten- 
dance at field or coast defense instruction or 
maneuvers, for satisfactory performance of 
their appropriate duties. In addition to pay 
herein provided, officers of the National Guard 
commanding organizations less than a bri- 
gade and having administrative functions con- 
nected therewith shall, whether or not such 
officers belong to such organizations, receive 
not more than $240 a year for the faithful 
performance of such administrative functions 
under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe: Provided, That the pro- 
visions of this paragraph shall not apply 
when such persons are on active duty in the 
Federal service, , 

Sec. 15. On and after the effective date of 
this Act, retired officers, warrant officers, 
nurses, and enlisted men shall have their re- 
tired pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay, 
computed as now authorized by law on the 
basis of pay provided in this Act, which pay 
shall include increases for all active duty per- 
formed since retirement in the computation 
of their longevity pay and pay periods; Pre- 
vided, That nothing contained in this Act 
shall operate to reduce the present pay of 
officers, warrant officers, nurses, and enlisted 
men now on the retired list or drawing re- 
talner pay or personnel in an equivalent sta- 
tus in any of the services mentioned in the 
title of this Act, Retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service 
and retired warrant officers, nurses, and en- 
listed men of those Services, shall, when on 
active duty, receive full pay and allowances, 
and when on active duty status, shall have 
the same pay and allowance rights while on 
leave of absence or sick as officers on the 
active list, and if death occurs when on ac- 
tive duty status, while on leave of absence 
or sick, their dependents shall not thereby be 
deprived of the benefits provided in the Act 
approved December 17, 1919, as amended, and 
in the Act of June 4, 1920 

In the computation of the retired pay of 
officers heretofore or hereafter retired, ac- 
tive duty performed by such retired officers 
subsequent to the date of their retirement 
shall be counted for the purpose of comput 
ing percentage increases in their retired pay: 
Provided, That the increased retired pay of 
such retired officers shall in no case exceed 
7 per centum of the active-duty pay as au- 
thorized by existing law. 

Sec, 16. Under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe, enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
may receive additional compensation not less 
than $1 or more than $5 per month, for spe- 
clal qualification in the use of the arm or 
arms which they may be required to use, 

Sec. 17, Cadets at the United States Military 
Academy, midshipmen at the United States 
Naval Academy, and cadets at the Coast Guard 
Academy shall be entitled to pay at the rate 
of $780 per annum, to subsistence at the rate 
of 75 cents per diem which may be commuted, 
to mileage at 5 cents per mile while proceed- 
ing under instructions from competent au- 
thority from their homes to their respective 
academies for the purpose of entrance therein, 
and to transportation, including reimburse 
ment of traveling expenses, while traveling 
under orders after such entrance, 

Sec, 18, Officers, warrant officers, nurses, 
and enlisted men of any of the Services men 
tioned in the tithe of this Act and members 
of the reserve forces of such Services, and 
the National Guard, shall receive an increase 
of 50 per centum of their pay when by orders 
of competent authority they are required to 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights, and when In consequence of such or- 
ders they do participate in regular and fre- 
quent flights defined by such executive 
orders as have heretofore been, or may here- 
after be, promulgated by the President: Pre- 
vided, That when personnel of the National 
Guard are entitled to armory drill pay, the 
increase of 50 per centum thereof herein pro- 
vided shall be based on the entire amount of 
such armory drill pay to which they shall 
be entitled for a calendar month or fractional 
part thereof, and the required aerial flights 
may be made at ordered drills of an Air 
Service organization, or at other times when 
so authorized by the President. 

Any officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard of the United States, not in flying-pay 
status who is assigned or attached as a mem- 
ber of a parachute unit, including parachute- 
jumping schools, and for whom parachute 
jumping is an essential part of his military 
duty and who, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, or the Secretary of 
the Treasury, has received a rating as a para- 
chutist or is undergoing training for such a 
rating shall receive, while engaged upon duty 
designated by the head of the department con- 
cerned as parachute duty, additional pay at 
the rate of $100 per month in the case of 
any such officer or warrant officer, and addi 
tional pay at the rate of $50 per month in the

Regulations in execution of the provisions 
of this section shall be made by the President 
and shall, whenever practicable in his judg- 
ment, be uniform for all of the Services con- 
cerned, 

Sec. 19. No person, active or retired, of 
any of the Services mentioned in the title of 
this Act, including the reserve components 
thereof and the National Guard, shall suffer, 
by reason of this Act, any reduction in any 
pay, allowances, or compensation to which he 
was entitled upon the effective date of this 
Act. 

Those portions of the Act of March 2, 
1907, (34 Stat. 1217), and of the Act of June 
30, 1941, (Public Law 140 77th Congress), 
which authorize allowances for enlisted men 
on the retired list, the Act of June 10, 1922, 
(42 Stat. 625), as amended, subsections 12 a, 
b, and ec of the Selective Training and Ser- 
vice Act of 1940 (54 Stat. 885), and section 
8 of the Service Extension Act of 1941 (Public 
Law 213, 77th Congress, approved August 18, 
1941), and all other laws and parts of laws 
which are inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed: Provided, 
That Acts or parts of Acts incorporating, di- 
rectly or by implication, the provisions of the 
Act of June 10, 1922, as amended, and not in 
conflict herewith shall not be considered modi- 
fied by the provisions of this Act except that 
the pay, allowances, or compensation estab- 
lished herein shall be substituted for the pay, 
allowances, or compensation set out in the 
Act of June 10, 1922, as amended, 

No back pay or allowances shall accrue by 
reason of the enactment of this Act. 

The provisions of this Act shall be effec-

The present pay scale is neither ade- 
quate as to amounts nor properly ad- 
justed by grade. For example, promotion 
to the fifth grade is now accompanied by 
a pay increase of $18 but promotion to 
the next higher grade (4th) which nor- 
mally requires considerably higher quali- 
fications and is much more difficult 
to obtain carriers a pay increase of 
only $6. Similar inconsistencies are ap- 
parent in other grades. The $21 pay 
grade was remommended by an interde- 
partmental pay committee in 1938 and 
was included as part of the pay pro- 
visions of the “Selective Training and 
Service Act of 1940”. This pay grade, 
within a grade, has received a fair trial 
and in the opinion of the Committee its 
retention is not warranted. Its elimina- 
tion is therefore recommended. A large 
proportion of 7th grade men in the Army 
now receive $40 per month, including the 
$10 increase for over 12 months’ service, 
and the others have every reason to ex- 
pect that rate of pay after one year’s 
service. In view of this situation and the 
rising scale of wages in civil life, by 
which Selective Service men may not 
benefit, the Committee believes that the 
initial base pay of an enlisted man should 
be $42 per month. At the other end of the 
scale, noncommissioned officers of the first 
grade are generally highly-skilled career 
personnel and most of them have depend- 
ents to support. A 10% pay increase for 
this grade is considered reasonable. With- 





in these minimum and maximum limits 
($42 to $138) the base pay of interme- 
diate grades should be adjusted so as to 
establish a logical progressive increase 
throughout, measured by the increase in 
experience and responsibility. Promotion 
from private to private 1st class is re- 
latively fast and easy to obtain. The pay 
increase for this promotion should there- 
fore be small Premotion to the grade of 
corporal is slower and more difficult and 
as a man enters the noncommissioned and 
command grades the pay increase should 
be relatively larger. Promotion increases 
thereafter should remain constant until 
the Ist grade is reached. This grade 
represents the height of an _ enlisted 
career, Only a very few ever reach it and 


those who do, earn the comparatively 
larger pay increase indicated for that 


final promotion. 
Longevity Pay 

At present all enlisted men receive 
longevity pay at the rate of 10% for the 
first four years’ service and 5% for each 
four years thereafter not to exceed a 
maximum of 25%. Since enlisted men 
must serve thirty years before they are 
eligible for retirement, except for physical 
disability, that period of time represents 
a normal military career but the maxi- 
mum credit for longevity is reached after 
16 years. The Committee believes that of- 
ficers, warrant officers and enlisted men 
should all be authorized longevity credit 
on the same basis and therefore recom- 
mends that the system now applicable 
to officers, i. e., 5% for each three years 
not exceeding 30 years, be extended to 
include both enlisted men and warrant 
officers of all Services. 

Specialists: ratings 

In the Navy and Coast Guard enlisted 
men are placed in the several grades on 
the basis of specialist duties performed 
as well as on the basis of command fune- 
tions. A system was established by the 
National Defense Act, for the Army and 
Marine Corps, whereby grade was to be 
awarded to enlisted men who, as non- 
commissioned officers, exercised com- 
mand, while vocational] ability or special 
skill at some trade was to be recompensed 
by specialist ratings with additional pay 
therefor. There are now six classes of 
specialist ratings with pay for each 
varying from $3 to $30 per month. These 
specialists’ ratings are normally given 
to enlisted men in the grade of private 
or private 1st class (below noncommis- 
sioned grade) on the theory that they 
would exercise no command but should 
receive additional pay for individual skill. 
Theoretically the system is good, but as 
a matter of practical application it is not 
satisfactory. Modern equipment, its main- 
tenance, repair and operation requires 
that many of these specialists exercise 
command incident to the supervision as 
well as the instruction of others. Many 
of the duties for which specialists ratings 
were designed require highly intelligent 
and able men who are either not to be 
found in the lower grades or who should 
not be kept there. It is recommended that 
specialist ratings be paid on the basis 
of grades rather than trades. If this is 
done grades would be used in lieu thereof 
by the Army and Marine Corps as is now 
done in the Navy and Coast Guard. 
Summary of Program for Enlisted Men 

a. Remove disparities: 

(1) Repeal section 8 of the “Service 
Fixtension Act of 1941.” (Ten dollar in- 
crease for enlisted men of the Army upon 
completion of 12 months’ service. This 
item has been absorbed in the proposed 
pay scale.’ 

(2) Authorize longevity pay for serv- 
ice in any or all of the Services mentioned 
in the title of the Pay Act, the Active 
National Guard, the Naval Reserve, and 
the Coast Guard Reserve. 

b. Increase the base pay of all grades 
and distribute increases so as to provide 
an equitable progressive scale through- 
out on a career basis. Eliminate the pres- 
ent $21 pay grade for enlisted men with 
less than four months’ service. 

ce. Authorize longevity pay for enlisted 
men on the same basis as now provided 
for officers (5% for each three years, not 
to exceed 30 years). 

d. Eliminate specialists’ ratings in the 
Army and Marine Corps; grades to be 
used in lieu thereof. 

Warrant Officers 
The proposed changes will result in 





placing this class of personnel on a more 
nearly uniform basis and provide, insofar 
as practicable equal compensation for cor- 
responding grades in each of the several 
Services. 

The proposed consolidation of the va- 
rious grades of warrant officers on a uni- 
form basis with a prescribed rate of base 
pay and longevity for all is as follows: 

“First pay period—$1,800 base plus longev- 
ity at 5% for each 3 years up to 30 years: 

“Warrant officers (junior grade), USA, 

“2nd Mates and 2nd Asst. Engineers, AMPS. 

“Warrant officers of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard. 

“New Pay Grade—$1,950 base plus longev- 
ity at 5% for each 3 years up to 30 years: 

Ist Mates and Asst. Engineers, AMPS. 

“Second Pay Period—$2,100 base plus lon- 
gevity at 5% for each 3 years up to 30 years: 

“Chief Warant officers, USA. 

“Chief Engineers, AMPS. 

“Commissioned warrant officers of Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard during first 
10 years of commissioned service. 

“Third Pay Period—$2,700 base plus long- 
evity at 5% for each 3 years.up to 30 years: 

“Masters, AMPS. 

“Commissioned warrant officers of Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, during second 
10 years of commissioned service, 

“Fourth Pay Period. 

“Commissioned warrant officers 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
20 years’ commissioned service. 
Summary of proposed program for war- 
rant officers. 

a. Fix the initial base pay of all war- 
rant officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard at the rate pro- 
posed for officers in the first pay period

b. Authorize a pay grade for Ist 
mates and assistant engineers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service, with base 
pay at the rate of $1,950 per year (half 
way between the base of the first and 
second pay periods), and allowances of 
the first pay period.

The rates of pay now authorized for 
the grade of Nurse are too low. A civilian 
nurse in Washington, D. C., receives $7.- 
50 per day subsistence. If meals are fur- 
nished in a civilian hospital this means 
a total of $9.00 per day. If she works 20 
days per month the total compensation 
amounts to $180. Rates vary somewhat 
with localities and hours but are general- 
ly comparable to those given. The net an- 
nual base pay of members of the Govern- 
ment nursing services during the first 
six years of employment are as follows:

To the civilian nurse who can earn from 
$150 to $200 per month and at the same 
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time retain her independence with re. 
spect to choice of residence, type of duty, 
and marital status, the Army and Nayy 
nurse Corps with their low rates of initia} 
pay and military requirements offer yery 
little attraction as a career. This sitng. 
tion has been emphasized by the recent 
expansion of the Military and Naya! 
Services and difficulties encountered jp 
the procurement of additional nurses, Jp 
spite of an intensive procurement pro- 
gram the fiscal year 1941 closed with the 
Army Nurse Corps short approximately 
1,500 nurses. Some 4,400 must be obtained 
during the current year to meet existing 
requirements and in view of recent ex. 
periences it appears dougtful if this cay 
be accomplished unless adequate pay jg 
authorized for the lower pay grades, 
Fortunately a low sick rate and no major 
epidemics affecting troops have combined 
so far to minimize the shortage of nurses 
but the existence of such a favorable 
situation cannot be used in lieu of ade 
quate preparation. 

System of retirement pay for nurses, 

Members of the Nurse Corps may retire 
for physical disability with 75% of active 
service pay at the time of retirement. 
Other than for physical disability they 
may retire after 30 years’ service or after 
20 years if then over 50 years of age. Re. 
tired pay, other than for physical disabi)- 
ity, is now computed on a basis of 3% 
of base pay as a “Nurse” multiplied by 
the number of years’ service, not exceed. 
ing a total of 75%. If retired in a grade 
above that of nurse such persons re 
ceive additional retired pay for each year 
served in the grade of Chief Nurse, As. 
sistant Superintendent, or Superintend- 
ent at the rate of $18, $45, and $75 re. 
spectively. The committee recommends 
that this method of computing retired 
pay be changed and that it be computed 
on the basis of 3% of total active-duty 
pay at the time of retirement multiplied 
by the number of years‘ service, not ex 
ceeding a maximum of 75% of. total 
active-duty pay at the time of retirement.

HE national character of the United States Navy and the fact that every Amer- 
‘re should feel a thrill of kinship with the sea services was aptly emphasized 
by President Roosevelt in his Navy Day radio address, ‘“‘The USS Kearny,” the Com- 
mander-in-Chief said, “is not just a Navy ship. She belongs to every man, woman and 
child in this Nation. Illinois, Alabama, California, North Carolina, Ohio, Louisiana, 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Arkansas, New York, Virginia—these are home states 
of the honored dead and wounded of the Kearny. Hitler’s torpedo was directed at 
every American, whether he lives on our sea coasts or in the innermost part of the 
Nation, far from the seas and far from the guns and tanks of the marching hordes of 
would-be conquerors of the world.” The 37,000 officers and 330,000 enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps have family ties that bind virtually every community in the 
land to the men that fight on the ships. Through their direct and indirect taxes every 
American is contributing the billions that have been and will be spent to build and 
maintain a modern Navy, The fighting machines the Navy operates on the surface, 
under the surface and in the air have, too, their kinship with the life of the people, 
for the mines, the forests, or the tilled fields of every state in the Union contribute to 
their manufacture. Likewise, labor has a huge part in the fabrication of the Navy’s 
materiel, for, as an example, in the construction cost of a battleship the price of the 
raw materials represents only fifteen percent of the total, while fifty percent goes to 
labor at the site and 35 percent to labor away from the site. It would be difficult to 
name an industry which does not in some manner contribute to the manifold opera- 
tions of the sea services, either in the supplying of the weapons of war, in feeding, 
clothing or housing of its personnel, or in furnishing the hundreds of items of personal 
need and comfort which the officers and enlisted men and their families buy. Truly, 
the Navy upon which we depend to keep war from our own soil is a National Navy. 
Every American should consider it as his Navy. 


T a time when official and unofficial agencies are engaged in many and varied 
recreational programs designed to bolster the morale of the military and naval 
personnel, it comes as a shock to find a government official deliberately attempting to 
deny United States soldiers in Alaska the right to hunt, A hunting license in Alaska 
costs $1.00 for a resident or $50 for a non-resident. Knowing full well that a $50 fee 
would bar all enlisted men and most officers from the healthful and recreational 
benefits of this outdoor sport, Frank Dufresne, head of the Game Commission, and 
Jack O’Connor, Game Warden, have taken the stand that military men stationed in 
Alaska are not residents within the law and hence not entitled to a resident’s license. 
But in their defiant attitude they have found a fighting opponent in Maj. Gen. Simon 
B. Buckner, ir., commanding general of the Army Forces in Alaska. Realizing that 
hunting—a man’s sport—is a most desirable form of recreation for soldiers, giving 
them hard vigorous exercise and an exacting use of their weapon, General Buckner 
has taken up the cudgel. When the game authorities refused to issue him a resident’s 
license, General Buckner petitioned the District Court to grant a writ of mandamus 
requiring that a license be issued. The Court found that the General was a resident 
within the meaning of the game law and directed the clerk of the court to issue a 
license to him. Meanwhile, however, the Game Commission’s Mr. Dufresne let it be 
known that he does not believe the license issued by order of the court to be valid. 
Promptly upon receipt of this word, General Buckner announced publicly that he was 
going hunting. That is the last word from Alaska. If General Buckner should prove his 
license valid it most likely will be a precedent for the issuing of resident licenses to 
enlisted men. Here in Washington Anthony J. Dimond, Alaska’s delegate to Congress, 
states his belief that arrangements should be made to take care of military personnel 
who desire to hunt, even if it is necessary to change the law. But the action of the 
court shows that no change in the law is necessary. Secretary Ickes, whose department 
administers the Territory of Alaska, should direct that $1.00 licenses be issued to the 
soldiers who are there to defend the Territory.

To date most of these civilians 
have gone with the QMC. It is not known 
whether other branches are considering 
hiring of civilians. If you will specify the 
office you are interested in, we will at- 
tempt to ascertain whether it is planned 
to replace soldiers with civilians there. 

Vv. C. L. and others—aAll appointments 
to officers candidate schools are made by 
Corps Area, Department, etc., command- 
ers, who fill quotas assigned by the War 
Department. Inquiries as to status of ap- 
plication, therefore, should be addressed 
to such officials. 

G. M. J.—Temporary promotions of Re- 
serve Officers to grade of major are not 
being made, except, of course, possibly in 
some special cases where a particular offi- 
cer may have a job requiring higher rank. 

J. W.—Reserve officers (former enlisted 
men) on active duty will be reassigned to 
administrative duties if overage in grade 
from troop commands. If their services 
have been satisfactory they are not sub- 
ject to release so that other officers may 
be trained. Whenever released, if they re- 
enlist within 60 days they will be given 
their old enlisted ranks and will count all 
their commissioned service in computing 
their longevity pay as enlisted men.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—‘America has been attacked.” This solemn finding was expressed 
by President Roosevelt at the historic Navy Day Dinner in Washington on October 
27. It was based upon Hitler’s attacks on American shipping in areas close to the 
Americas, upon the sinking of American owned vessels, upon the unsuccessful attack 
upon the Greer, and upon the torpedoing of the Kearney when “eleven brave and 
loyal men of our Navy were killed by the Nazis.” The shooting, observed the 
President, has started and history has recorded who fired the first shot. He added 
grimly: “In the long run all that will matter will be who fired the last shot.” 

The President’s speech has had domestic and foreign repercussions. In our 
own political sphere, it is pointed out that the Nazi attack frees the Chief Execu- 
tive from the fetters imposed by the Democratic Platform upon which he ran for 
reelection. That Platform declared we would not participate in foreign wars and 
would not send our Army, Navy or Air Force to fight in foreign lands outside the 
Americas, “except in case of attack.” The attack has occurred, Thus the charge 
being made by Isolationists in the Senate and over the radio and in the press 
that the Platform pledge has been and is to be violated, is deprived of substance. 
More than this, the Commander-in-Chief {s freed from any political restriction in 
the matter of the use of the Army, the Navy and the Air Force wherever he may 
deem American interests require it. The Senate is now proceeding to lift the legal 
restrictions which the Neutrality Act imposes. The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee reported by a narrow margin the House bill to permit the arming of Mer- 
chant shipping, and added an amendment to repeal also the ban on traffic direct 
to belligerent ports. Senator Wheeler, by his claim of only 40 votes in the Senate 
against the amended bill, has admitted its passage. There will be proposals in 
the Senate to declare war against Germany, to forbid convoy, to prohibit the dis- 
patch of troops abroad. Administration leaders say these will be beaten. 

In the foreign field the assertion that the United States had been attacked— 
the President stressed that the Kearny belonged to every American—precipitated 
in England guarded approval, vicious denunciation of the President by the German 
and Italian Press, and the prediction by Mussolini that the United States would 
be crushed; and there was significant silence in Japan. It was apparent from the 
attitudes expressed that Britain welcomed the forthright declaration of the Presi- 
dent that the United States does not propose to take lying down the killing of 
our sailors and the sinking of our ships, as evidenced by the orders to our Navy 
to shoot on sight. Anticipating that the question as to the position of the Kearney 
when torpedoed would rise during the Senate debate, the President stated at a 
Press Conference that the Destroyer was searching for submarines when struck, 
and it was likewise admitted during the testimony before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee that our ships are participating in convoy activities. However, 
these revelations have had no effect upon the majority supporting the President’s 
view that the bans in the Neutrality Act should be repealed. 

Secretary Hull, in his enlightening testimony, declared that the Atlantic ap- 
proaches to the Western Hemisphere are under continuous attack that will steadily 
increase in strength and intensity; that it would be little short of criminal negli- 
gence to proceed on the hope that some happy chance will save us from a fate like 
that which has befallen so many other countries; that Hitler is battling furiously 
in Russia in order to be able later to turn on the rest of Europe, Africa and Asia; 
that if Hitler should achieve his supreme purpose of getting control of Britain and 
the British Fleet, we would be facing fearful danger; that according to the utter- 
ances and acts of Hitler it is his design to dominate the earth, and the Secretary 
added we could not sit back and sleep easy at night. To show how necessary it 
was that the Government should have a free hand, he pointed out that in June 
of last year our aid to England induced the German Generals to decide against the 
invasion of that country and he visualized the possibility of an emergency which 
would require us “to get something” to Scotland. He referred also to the aim of 
the Tripartite Treaty to intimidate and drive us into our own coast line so that 
we should not aid Pngland, and our answer was the first Lend-Lease Law, and 
then the second Lend-Lease bill which has just been approved by the President. 

The Tripartite Treaty calls upon Japan to assist her partners in case they 
should be attacked. But, as the President found, it is Germany that has attacked. 
The Tojo Ministry, therefore, is under no obligation to implement the Treaty. 
If it enter the war it will be because self interest is compelling further aggression. 
In this connection, it is noted that a Japanese patrol crossed the Siberian frontier 
and clashed with a Soviet patrol. This may be the prelude to the invasion of 
Siberia. If so there is no doubt of what course the United States, Great Britain 
and the Dutch East Indies would pursue. They would come to the aid of Russia. 

There are two other features of the President’s speech which have attracted 
world-wide attention—the design of Hitler as shown by a map in our Govern- 
ment’s possession to divide 14 Republics of South America, including Panama, 
into five puppet German states, and the substitution of a Nazi Church for all ex- 
isting religions. Mein Kampf is to take the place of Holy Writ, the Swastika 
and the Sword that of the Cross. . Likewise they are to replace the symbols of 
other religions. Naturally Germany denies there is such a map or any such re- 
ligious purpose, but declared valid by the President the disclosures had made a 
profound impression throughout the world. Particularly is this true of South 
America which has been brought to realize more than ever the danger of Hitler’s 
victory. It is true of the Catholics of this Hemisphere as well as of Europe, and 
the Mohammedans and Buddhists of Africa and Asia. The German assaults upon 
the President are proof of the seriousness with which the Axis regard his reve- 
lations, as well as the preparation of their peoples for our full participation in 
the war. It is clear that the religious exposure, which already had been made 
by the ~hristian Science Monitor, aside from its spiritual importance, is a stra- 
tegic moverthe purpose of which is to invite the peoples of all Faiths to join against 
the man whom Secretary Hull described as a man who delights in misery and 
human suffering. 


Army Industrial College—Comdr. H. G. Sickel, USN, co-chairman of the Priorities 

Committee, Army and Navy Munitions Board, will address students of the Army 

Industrial College, on Tuesday, 4 Nov. Commander Sickel will speak on “Priorities.” 

Also seheduled to address students is Mr. J. T. Harston, vice-president, Glenn L. 

Martin Co, who will speak Thursday, 6 Nov., on the “Aeronautical Industry.” 
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Bureau of Aeronautics—Adm. Harold R. Stark, USN, Chief of Naval Operations, 
this week commended four officers for the part they played in the performances of the 
Navy and Marine Corps aviation squadrons which participated in the recent Army 
Maneuvers in Louisiana. 

Officers commended are Col. Louis E. Woods, USMC, who was Officer in charge 
of the aviation units ; Lt: Comdr. Thomas B. Williamson, USN, who served as Liaison 
Officer attached to Headquarters, Third Air Task Force and Officer in Charge of Navy 
Squadrons attached to that force; Maj. William O. Brice, USMC, who served in the 
same capacity as Commander Williamson with the Second Air Task Force ; and Capt, 
William K. Pottinger, USMC, who was Liaison Officer attached to Headquarters, 
First Provisional Bombardment Group and who was detailed for duty with the Heaq. 
quarters of the Second Task Force. 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox in a release issue this week reported 
that the Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy Department is making excellent progress 
in its program of training pilots and also in making provision for expansion of plant 
facilities for airplane manufacture. A report on the progress attained by the Bureay 
of Aeronautics showed that as a result of the overall training effort, the Navy now 
has available 1,100 more pilots than the original plan estimated could be obtained at 
this time (week of 28 Oct.). The report showed that on 28 Oct. the Navy and Marine 
Corps had 5,823 pilots available and 5,135 students under training at naval flight 
training centers. It was originally estimated that only 4,720 pilots would be available 
on 28 Oct. 

The report also showed that for the fiscal year 1942, $1,016,596,600 had been set 
aside for naval aviation. The figure includes $849,243,600 for new aircraft and $106,- 
$20,000 for routine maintenance and operation. A total of 9,365 airplanes and 27 nop. 
rigid airships is included in the total for fiscal years 1941 and 1942. The appropria- 
tion for 1942 contains $350,000,000 to pay a portion of the contract authorization of 
$530,000,000 for 1941 to cover the cost of aircraft to be delivered in 1942. Funds will 
be requested later to cover the difference of $180,000,000. 

Rear Adm, John H,. Towers, Chief of the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, said this 
week that the Navy’s largest flying boat, now under final phases of construction at the 
Glenn L. Martin plant at Middle River, Md., will be christened and launched on 8 Noy, 
Admiral Towers said that in addition to christening and launching the Martin officials 
expect to make a “short test hop” on that day. The plane, the largest to be built in 
America and believed to be the largest in the world, has a wing span of 181 feet, with 
a full-loaded weight of approximately 135,000 pounds and a maximum horsepower of 
8,000. 


Armored Forece—Maj. Gen. Charles L. Scott’s First Armored Corps, which played 
a leading role in the recent Louisiana maneuvers, has completed its eastward move 
ment to the Carolinas for the November war games, and is now undergoing final exer- 
cises preparatory to the start of the large-scale maneuvers. 

The First Armored Division began moving by rail Monday, from Camp Polk, La., 
to Rock Hill, 8. C. All the heavy equipment and material was moved by rail, requiring 
20 complete trains containing 508 flat cars, 92 tourist coaches and 20 kitchen baggage 
cars. The 92 tourist coaches accommodated the 3,500 officers and men of the Old 
Ironsides division. According to present tentative plans, the 1st Armored Division 
will be attached to the First Army and the 2nd Armored Division to the IV Army Corps 
for two weeks training. In middle November, both divisions will unite again under the 
command of General Scott for the final GHQ-directed maneuver. Approximately three 
days were required for the movement of the 1st Division. The movement was handled 
by the Commercial Traffic Branch of the Transportation Division, Office of the 
Quartermaster General, in cooperation with the Association of American Railroads. 

The 2nd Armored Division, which prides itself on the sobriquet the “Hell on 
Wheels” division, left its home base at Ft. Benning, Ga., on 29 Oct., and when the 
First Army maneuvers end this December, the Division claims it will have estab 
lished a maneuver record for the entire Army. The 2nd Division tested for the first 
time in the Army’s history full armored tactics when it went into a remote section of 
the military section at Ft. Benning. On 10 June the Division participated in the 
Tennessee maneuvers, then on 2 Aug. it moved to the Louisiana “wars” and where 
its vehicles travelled an aggregate estimated at 10,000,000 miles. The Division rolled 
back to its home base at Ft. Benning early in October and since then had been pre 
paring for the Carolina war games. 

The rigors of cold weather will have little effect on the troops of the Army’s 4th 
Armored Division stationed at Pine Camp, N. Y., for the soldiers are now shedding unl- 
forms of the type normally issued for winter use and are donning newly-designed 
special cold climate clothing supplied them by the Quartermaster. All troops of the 
northern New York post will be equipped with the cold-proof clothing by early De 
cember, according to Lt. Col. John P. Welch, Quartermaster of the 2nd Corps Area, 
Governors Island, N. Y. 

Embodying what is believed to be the latest features of cold weather protection, 
the new clothing for the Pine Camp troops includes heavy wool-lined combat suits, 
styled after the popular skiing garb; wool mufflers; arctic socks; rubberized parka 
coats; rubberized hats; gloves of wool and leather; and knee-length leather boots. 
Goggles equipped with polarized lenses will protect the soldier’s eyes from the glare 
of ice and snow. 


Medical Corps—Col. George F. Lull, Chief of the Personnel Division, Office of the 
Surgeon General, this week told delegates to the 52nd annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Medical Colleges meeting at Richmond, Va., that the Army needs doctors, 
and that there is at present a shortage of approximately 1,500 officers. 

This coincides with the fact that during the month of September the increase 
in Medical Corps Reserve Officers on active duty was only 56—hardly a noticeable 
increase in a 1,500 Reserve officer deficit. 

Colonel Lull, in his address, said that the Army is anxious that medical students 
complete their education before signing up, and he recommended that medical schools, 
“in this present day of motorization and mechanization,” stress the teaching of old- 
fashioned “horse and buggy” surgery, and place more emphasis on the practical 
training of ward administration. 

Dr. Benjamin F. Jones, former Assistant Surgeon of the U. 8S. Public Health Ser- 
vice, told delegates that “many more trained and experienced flight surgeons are 
needed than are now available.” Pointing out that aviation medicine was a highly 
specialized field, Dr. Jones advised that medical schools include courses in aviation 
medicine as part of their curriculum. 

Dr. Alvin L. Barach, assistant professor of clinical medicine at Columbia Uni- 
versity College of Physicians and Surgeons, stated that the main problems of aviation 
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qedicine are oxygen-want, air embolism (“bends”), difference in pressure between 
nasal sinuses and outside atmosphere, causing pain, and the effect of centrifugal force. 
Col. Thomas L. Ferenbaugh, MC, camp surgeon, Camp Shelby, Miss., and Lt. Col. 
Ieland O. W. Morre, MC, Camp Medical Inspector, Camp Shelby, Miss., will present 
rs next week at the Mississippi State Public Health Association meeting in Jack- 
gon, Miss. Colonel Ferenbaugh will read a paper on “The Role of Public Health Work 
in the National Defense Program,” while Colonel Moore’s paper will be on “Military 
preventive Medicine.” 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Figures released this week by the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts reveal that the Navy Department will use 388,000 pounds of 
feather in pillows during the fiscal year 1943, and will also consume during that 
period 5,520,000 pounds of clean wool, 11,200,000 pounds of cotton; 2,000,000 pounds 
of steer hides ; 6,840,000 square feet of calf skin; 244,000 square feet of sheepskins ; 
and 112,800 pounds of broom corn. 


Army Air Forces—Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton, AC, formerly in command of the 
Third Air Force, with headquarters at Tampa, Fla., has been assigned to command 
of the Philippine Air Force, replacing Brig. Gen. Henry 
Bh. Clagett, AC, whose tour of foreign service has expired. 
The assignment of a major general to command the Philip- 
pine air units is observed as indicative of the growing 
strength of the Philippine Air Force. While there has 
been some discussion to the effect that the assignment of 
General Brereton preceded the setting up of an Air Sup- 
port Command in the Philippine Department, high Air 
Corps Officials said this opinion is unfounded. 

Under the present set-up, the territorial air forces 

are organized to support any action that might be carried 
on by ground troops. The Philippine, Panama, and Hawaiian Air Forces all con- 
tain mixed aviation elements, including: transports, bombers, fighters, observa- 
tion, amphibians, reconnaissance, and similar components. They, like the Air Sup- 
port Commands are designed for independent action and are flexible enough for 
any type of mission that would aid ground forces. According to officials there is 
no need for the establishment of an Air Support Command in any of the terri- 
torial possessions inasmuch as the existing Air Forces are sharply parallel in 
operation to Air Support Commands. 
Aviation Cadets at Randolph Field are finding their night landings “short 
but sweet” these days as the Air Corps’ latest innovation, a tiny portable landing 
field, prepares fledgling Army pilots for cramped set-downs. Operated by a small 
portable gasoline power plane, the miniature lighting system outlines only a tiny 
runway, 3,200 feet by 400 feet. Pilots aided by green signal lights, must make a 
perfect approach since the squatty, hooded landing lights are visible only from 
a point opposite the runway approach. Tiny apertures in each hood thrust out 
parallel beams, causing the field to unfold suddenly as the pilot comes into line 
with the 16 light standards. 

British Aviation Cadets now entering the Southeast Air Corps Training Center 
will be allowed to retain their own form of marching, some of their commands, and 
their mustaches, according to Maj. Gen. Walter R. Weaver, commanding general 
of the Training Center. In making the announcement, General Weaver held that 
the small differences now in existence between British and American trainees 
would encourage wholesome competition between the two contingents. 

The Works Projects Administration has constructed 222 new landing fields, 
built more than 500 miles of runways, and erected 886 new airport buildings, 
according to an accomplishment report on national defense construction projects 
issued by Howard O. Hunter, WPA Commissioner. The report showed the WPA 
workers have erected more than 3,000 new buildings for the Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard and National Guard, and reconstructed or improved more than 14,000 others. 
In addition to the new airports built, improvements were made on 360 landing 
fields and 68 enlarged. More than 1,600 airport buildings were reconstructed or im- 
proved, 

Maj. Gen. Frank P. Lahm, arrived at Randolph Field, Tex., on 21 Oct. to 
assume command of the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training Center, climaxing a life- 
time of pioneering in military aviation. In ceremonies befitting the home coming 
of its founder, the “West Point of the Air” officially welcomed General Lahm to 
his last command—head of the Air Corps’ oldest training center with headquarters 
at Randolph Field. General Lahm was greeted at Randolph Field by a 13-gun 
salute, the high-ranking officers of the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training Center, 
and a 100-man guard of honor furnished by Headquarters and Headquarters, 
tudeus organization of the Training Center. General Lahm, who succeeds Maj. 
Gen, Gerald ©. Brant, who has been transferred to the Army’s Newfoundland 
Base Command, immediately embarked on a whirlwind tour of inspection of the 
fying school. General Lahm will retire for age 30 Nov.

Navy Chaplains—Advocating appropriations for Navy chapels, an item of para- 
mount importance that has been neglected in the huge appropriations that have 
passed Congress, Lt. Comdr. Maurice 8, Sheehy, chaplain of the Jacksonville, Fla., 
Naval Air Station and professor of Catholic University, who was visiting in Washing- 
ton this week urged that some means be provided for securing immediate and favorable 
action for the expansion of Naval chapels. 

Commander Sheehy, in a statement to the press said “We Navy chaplains have 
to use mess halls and barracks for divine services while the Army has received an 
appropriation of $12,000,000 for its chapels.” However, despite the inadequate facilli- 
ties, Commander Sheehy added that “the boys in the Navy are going to church in 
large numbers” and he added that “last Sunday we had 1,500 at a Field Mass at our 
air station. Our temporary chapel will seat only 350.” 

It is an established fact that of the huge appropriations that have passed Con- 
gress for the creation of a “Navy second to none” that there have been but meager 
funds allotted for chapel accommodations. Enormous funds have been appropriated 
for shore establishments, ships, guns, recreation and similar items; but as a whole, 
however, the Naval chapel program has been almost entirely neglected. Provisions 
for religious worship are maintained of course. On board ship all hands are granted 
the privilege of attending the worship of his choice. However, it is the shore estab- 
lishments that have been overlooked. While services are held on shore, facilities are 
not of the type befitting the rest of the shore establishments. In many instances, 
it is pointed out, the chaplains are compelled to ask permission for the use of halls 
for chapels. There have been instances where there have been difficulty in making 
arrangements. While commanding officers are most eager to afford provision for 
chapel, there are many factors too numerous to mention that might upset well founded 
plans when worship is carried on in such a makeshift basis, 


Bureau of Ordnance—Rear Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, in an address at the opening of the U. 8. Naval Ordnance Plant, Centerline, 
Mich., on 28 Oct., declared that the opening of a plant for the manufacture of weapons 
for ships at sea is as important a part of the Navy as is the commissioning of a new 
aircraft carrier or the launching of a battleship. In his address, delivered over the 
Mutual Broadcasting System, Admiral Blandy said that the spirit of cooperation and 
mutual confidence is necessary—from the ships’ officers and crew to the workers in 
Ordnance plants. 

“Already two of our destroyers have been attacked—one with the loss of lives of 
American seamen,” Admiral Blandy said. “But the Navy is carrying on, grimly de- 
termined to do its job, And the confidence of the Navy, from the youngest apprentice 
to the oldest admiral, now rests on you, If you fail the Navy, then you will fail your 
country. I know you will do neither.” 


Quartermaster Corps—<As expansion of Quartermaster Corps activities brings about 
in increase in warehouse storage space—an increase expected to reach approximately 
40,000,000 square feet by the end of the fiscal year, it becomes of utmost importance 
that officer personnel be adequately trained to supervise the work of these warehouses, 
With this realization well in mind, officials of the Quartermaster Corps announced 
this week that a new school to train commissioned Army officers in the most practical 
modern methods of warehousing and material handling will open Monday, 3 Nov., in 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

Fifteen Quartermaster Corps officers will begin six weeks of intensive instruction, 
during which time they will spend half of each school day at the famed Wharton 
School of Finance, University of Pennsylvania, and half a day at the warehouse of 
the Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot, or at other large commercially operated ware- 
houses in the Quaker City. 

Six civilian instructors, five of whom are university professors, will serve as the 
nucleus of the teaching staff, while part-time services of Lt. Col. Thomas Brady, jr., 
executive officer at the Philadelphia Depot, and Lt. Col. Milton O. Boone, Commanding 
Otlicer of the New Cumberland, Pa. Quartermaster Depot, will augment the instruc- 
tion. Instruction will consist of 48 hours of classes and field work or a total for the 
six weeks’ period of 288 hours. 

Further evidence of the Quartermaster Corps’ interest in the training of its offi- 
cer personnel was evidenced this week when it was announced that a rotation system 
for training Quartermaster Reserve Officers has been inaugurated at the Quarter- 
master School, Camp Lee, Va. Each month, approximately 100 Quartermaster officers 
will be selected from inactive duty, from Corps Area Service command, and from the 
various replacement centers and given successive training at the Quartermaster 
School and at a replacement center. They will spend six weeks at each station, after 
which they will be sent to regular Army troop units of the fleld forces for active duty. 

The first course in the new rotation system started at Camp Lee on 20 Oct, 
Future orders will provide that reserve officers report to the Commandant of the 
Quartermaster School at Camp Lee on 1 Dec., on 12 Jan., 1942, on 283 Feb., on 6 April, 
and on 18 May. Graduates of these courses will be available for assignment to Quar- 
termaster Replacement Training Centers effective 20 Novy., 10 Jan., 1942, 21 Feb., 4 
April, 16 May, and 27 June. Only officers who have at least six months to serve in 
their current tour of extended active duty will be selected for rotation to troop duty. 
In general, officers who express a desire for rotation to troop units will be given prefer- 
ence, It is believed that on an average, one officer per training company, or four per 
training battalion, can be rotated every six weeks without seriously impairing ad- 
ministration or training. 

The War Department announced late last week that Mr. John J. O’Brien, Chief, 
Real Estate Branch, Construction Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, 
has been commissioned Colonel in the Army of the United States. Colonel O’Brien has 
occupied his present position since February, when he was placed in charge of all 
acquisition and leasing of real estate for military purposes, It was pointed out 
that during the past fiscal year, the Real Estate Branch has acquired more than 
seven million acres of land, at an approximate total cost of $80,000,000. 

Construction of a Specialist Mechanics School at Stockton, Calif., has recently 
been authorized by the War Department. Plans will require the construction of three 
motor repair shops with classrooms, motor repair shop (reclamation and salvage), 12 
standard 63-men barracks, three 200-men messes, three recreation buildings, 3 com- 
pany administration buildings and store houses, a school administration building, 
an officers’ quarters for 40 men, hospital ward and post exchange. The school will 
have a capacity for 600 men, who will be given a course of instruction of 12 weeks’ 
duration. 


Corps of Engineers—Details of one of the new type portable runways which are 
now undergoing tests by the Corps of Engineers were revealed this week. The 
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new runway, which is being subjected to exhaustive tests during the present 
maneuvers, is made up of individual steel panels, 10 feet long, 15 inches wide and 
one-eighth inch thick. The panels weigh 65 pounds each, and have a triple row of 
holes 24% inches in diameter punched out to make it lighter in weight and to facili- 
tate drainage. When joined together, the panels form a continuous runway 150 
feet wide and 3,000 feet long. Panels require no special tools to connect them and 
are fastened together manually by sliding interlocking projections on one panel 
into slots on the next. Panels may be further joined with locking spring clips 
to make them noiseless when in use. It was explained that camouflage of the 
runways is easily effected, since weeks and grass grow up through the panels, thus pre- 
venting the need for costly and difficult camouflage painting. Officials pointed out 
that during the campaign in Norway, the Germans made extensive use of portable 
landing mats with effective results. Foreign nations are also using the landing 
mats to bridge bomb craters in established airfields. 

A railroad, 55 miles in length, which extends from Camp Clairborne, La., 
to Camp Polk, La., is now being constructed by the 711th Engineer Railway Oper- 
ating Battalion with the cooperation of the 91st and 93rd separate battalions. An- 
nouncement of this construction once again focussed attention on the activities of 
the 711th Engineers, only unit of its kind activated in the Army. Under the com- 
mand of Lt. Col. M. J. Noyes, CE, the railway battalion, has 22 officers and ap- 
proximately 700 enlisted men. The officers, who come from reserve railway units, 
are all experts in varied fields of railway operation. Army officials are observ- 
ing closely the activities of this unit, which was activated on 18 June, 1941, at Ft. 
Belvoir, Va., and which moved to its permanent station at Camp Clairborne, La., 
in August. 

When facilities between Camp Clairborne and Camp Polk are completed, it 
is planned that unit-operated trains will carry troops and supplies between the 
two Army points, and also to and from ranges and maneuver areas along the 
55 mile road. The railway unit, whose main task is railroad operation and mainte- 
nance, is under the GHQ and has been attached to the Third Army for adminis- 
trative purposes. 

Maj. Henry F. Hannis, CE, has been relieved from his assignment in the 
Office, Chief of Engineers, and has been assigned as district engineer, Wright Field, 
Ohio, Engineer District. Maj. John P. Easby, CE, has been assigned to duty in the 
Operations and Training Section, Office, Chief of Engineers. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—An uncharted submarine canyon in the eastern part 
of the Gulf of Mexico has been located by the Coast and Geodetic Survey Ship 
Hydrographer according to a recent announcement by Rear Adm. L. O. Colbert, 
Director of the Survey. The adaptation of echo-sounding instruments for hydro- 
graphic surveys and the development by the Coast and Geodetic Survey of radio- 
acoustic methods for locating soundings have made it possible to execute such 
surveys with an accuracy and detail unheard of a few years ago and, as a result, 
a considerable number of submerged canyons and other distinctive configurations 
of the ocean bottom have been discovered and added to the charts. 

Vessels of the Navy and merchant marine, equipped with echo-sounding appa- 
ratus, can readily identify such features and are thus provided with an additional 
method of position finding which can often be used to advantage, especially in 
fog or other thick weather. 

From its head, some 60 miles southeastward from Pensacola where the depth 
is about 250 fathoms, the newly-located canyon extends southwestward and south- 
ward for over 13 miles to a junction with a broad sea valley which continues 
seaward. The existence of this valley was indicated by a few scattered sound- 
ings previously obtained but no information was available to show its trend 
and extent or to outline the canyon at its head. The Hydrographer, commanded 
by Lt. Comdr. C. K. Green, is engaged in general surveys required for the revision 
of Gulf Coast charts. 


Provisional Parachute Group—America’s version of the German Fallschirmjaeger, 
the Provisional Parachute Group, has developed with astounding speed since the 
organization of the first parachute battalion, the 501st, about a year ago. 

The first detailed report of the casualties among the troopers was released 
recently by the American Medical Association, and the report showed that 2.4 
percent of all jumps has resulted in injuries. While this figure seems relatively 
high for a unit in training, the facts that are not too well known belie any such 
opinion. Parachute jumping is probably the most hazardous of all occupations. 
It is fundamentally an assignment for only the most fit of athletes. Progressive 
training has reduced all casualties to a minimum, yet there are still other factors 
involved that cannot be stricken out. The height from which the jumps are made, 
wind, type of chute, type of plane used, and numerous other factors are responsi- 
ble for casualties incurred by the Provisional Parachute Group. 

Just what difficulties the Army’s parachute officers have been encountering in 
the training of an approximate 2,000 parachute jumpers are too numerous to men- 
tion. When the training started, jumps were made from varying heights, from 
800 to 2,000 feet to determine the best jumping altitude. The one and only death 
that has occurred during the training, occurred when one of the troopers jumped 
from 300 feet. His parachute failed to open, and at that distance he had no chance 
to use an emergency chute. Officials immediately overruled jumping at this low 
altitude and increased the jumping height to about 1,200 feet thus giving a margin of 
safety to the training, in that if the first chute fails, the: Jumper will have a chance 
to use his second chute. However, in actual combatant mission, officials are agreed 
that jumps will be made from the lower altitude because; although there is no 
chance to use an emergency chute, the trooper is in the air a shorter time (about 
4 seconds) thus offering almost no target to defending ground troops; the element 
of surprize over ground troops is greater; and he is least apt to injure himself 
on contact with the ground. 

When the higher altitude jumps are made, veteran jumpers are agreed that 
the percentage of injuries are most surely to increase. When jumping at 300 feet, 
the static line pulls the chute open just a short distance above the ground. How- 
ever at 1,200 feet, the trooper falls several hundred feet through the air before 
touching ground. In this type of jump, he is buffetted by the wind which starts 
him to swing in a pendulum motion. Unless he is an expert (and in most cases even ex- 
perts cannot dampen oscillations) he is still oscillating when he strikes the ground, and 
therefore more likely to be injured. At 300 feet there is less possibility that the 
trooper will oscillate so violently, thus giving him a better chance to land on his 





feet. However the viewpoint is taken fhat it is better that five men suffer minor 
injury than to have a ’chute fail and a man killed. (There is no known case where 
both the regular and auxiliary ’chutes have failed. ) 

At the same time, the type of ’chute used is a contributing factor. The parg. 
chute trooper’s ‘chute is different from the regular type. It is larger and wag 
designed to reduce failures to the minimum, and to open in the least possibje 
distance after the static line has been pulled. There is a solid jar when the *chute 
opens, and a great many troopers have been injured in this way even before they 
touch the ground. Of course a slower opening ’chute would lessen the shock, but 
in combat this would be unsatisfactory because jumps would have to be made from 
greater altitude giving an advantage to an enemy. 

The Army is experimenting with other ’chutes, however, both of the type to 
lessen the fall, those to spill out the air upon landing and thus preventing the 
trooper from being dragged, and with other devices. None has been succesgfy) 
as yet and therefore no basic change has been adopted. 

The type of plane used is also another factor. However at present the Army 
has found some suitable cargo planes and have detailed them for use by the 
parachute troops. The velocity of ground wind, is also a cause of injuries, how. 
ever the Army has issued orders that no jumps will be made when the wind jg 
blowing at more than 12 miles per hour. 

It is interesting to note that officials regard the training of parachute troops 
one of the most decisive reasons for the reduction in the number of casualties, 
The training the parachute jumpers are put through is the most strenuous of any 
type of training offered in the Army. The training is conducted at the Provisiona) 
Parachute School which is under the jurisdiction of Col. William C. Lee, Inf., com. 
manding officer of the Provisional Parachute Group. 

Officers contend that the American parachute troopers have sustained legs 
injuries than those of any foreign country, and if they are used in actual combat, 
the officers still hope to retain this safety record for troopers. The one particular 
point that is being given emphasis, and will continue to be given emphasis, ig 
that of altitude. In the Norway campaign, it is reported that the largest number of 
German casualties resulted from jumping at low altitudes. British and Norwegians 
reported that plane after plane dumped their parachutists at a fifty foot altitude, 
The result was that none of the ’chutes opened and the ’chutists were killed, 
This accident occurred because the Germans either did not know the height of 
the ground, or had failed to adjust their aircrafts’ altimeters. In this respect, 
American parachuters will be better protected by the use of the Army’s new alti- 
meter that gages the actual height above the ground as well as above sea-level, 
Officers are also studying diligently all the reports they can gather on the training 
and use of parachute troopers by other countries, and they believe that the Amer- 
ican parachute group will be the best trained, and best equipped of any in the 
world.

U. S. COAST GUARD 4 





EW anchorage regulations, first re- 

ported in the 27 Sept. issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, were promul- 
gated last week by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, with the approval] of President 
Roosevelt. Under the new regulations, 
the Coast Guard is given full control of 
the movements of all types of vessels in 
the harbors of the United States. 

To the Coast Guard has now been 
delegated the authority to prevent ships 
from proceeding to or remaining at docks, 
piers and terminals where conditions are 
such that the ship or her cargo could 
reasonably be considered to be in danger. 
In order that the execution of this author- 
ity will not prove burdensome to ship 
operators, the Coast Guard has been em- 
powered to issue general licenses to 
classes of vessels which the Coast Guard 
Commandant thinks warrant exemption. 

Local enforcement of the new regula- 
tions is under the direction of Coast 
Guard officers who have already been 
designated as Captains of the Port in all 
the principal seaports of the country. 

The Senate, following previous action 
by the House, this week approved a Coast 
Guard supplemental appropriation of 
$20,557,745, which had been raised $1,- 
936,000 from an original figure of $18,621,- 
745. The increase will be utilized for the 
construction of a Coast Guard training 
station at Avery Point, New London, 
Conn. 


Coast Guard officials, who testified on 


the increased appropriation, explained 
that national defense activities of the 
Coast Guard have resulted in the ne- 


cessity of training 3,300 petty officers 
next year. They stated that in succeed- 
ing years, there would be a_ necessity 
for training approximately 2,000 petty 
officers per year. 

Having explained the necessity for ad- 
ditional trained petty officers, the Coast 
Guard officials revealed that present 
facilities would provide minimum train- 
ing opportunities for a maximum of 1,253 
men a year. They pointed out that this 
would leave the Coast Guard a deficit 
of more than 2,000 petty officers.

National Defense Appropriations 
With agreement by House and Senate 
conferees on amendments to H. R. 5788 
added by the Senate, and with acceptanee 
by the two houses of their conferees’ rec 
ommendations, the measure appropriat- 
ing nearly $6,200,000,000 for lend-lease 
and other government deficiencies was 
sent to the White House this week. 

The amount appropriated for lend- 
lease, $5,985,000,000, was the same a 
that requested by the President. 

Killed by the conferees was a Senate 
amendment which would prohibit pur 
chase outside the United States of any 
agricultural products to be bought with 
the funds. 

Among the Senate 
cepted were: 

Authorization of an officer on the active 
list of the Army to be appointed Federal 
Works Administrator. 

Increase of $1,936,000 in the Coast 
Guard funds to permit construction of 
a petty-officer training station at Avery 
Point, Conn., on land to be donated by 
the State of Connecticut. 

Provision for two Navy public works— 
a $260,000 overhead structure near the 
Moore Dry Dock Co., Oakland, Calif., and 
a $140,000 improvement to Seaside Ave 
nue at Terminal Island, Los Angeles 
Calif. 

The authorization for an Army offcer 
to be appointed Federal Works Adminis 
trator is believed to be intended to make 
possible appointment of Col. Philip B. 
Fleming, CE, now Wage and Hour A 
ministrator, to the higher post. If a> 
pointed, Colonel Fleming will receive 8 
amount over his present pay and allow: 
ances as will make his total salaries eq 
to the statutory pay of the Federal Wor 
Administrator, $10,000 a year.

has completed ten years’ service. Similar 
provisions apply to all other grades be- 
low that of brigadier general. This sys- 
tem reduces disparity in career pay of 
officers in different Services as it is large- 
jy independent of promotion while de- 
pendent upon length of service. It does 
yot eliminate such disparities either be- 
iween Services or between individuals 
in the same Service. Promotion is based 
upon the requirements of the Service 
concerned and they will never be the same 
for all. Promotion cannot be separated 
from pay which is a logical and necessary 
reward therefor, Neither should an officer 
he required to serve indefinitely in the 
same pay period because of stagnation 
ip a particular promotion group of his 
own or some other Service. In the opin 
jon of the Committee the limitations now 
imposed with respect to a minimum 
length of service for eligibility to receive 
the pay of any pay period should be re- 
moved. Such removal would in effect mean 
base pay for grade or upon completion 
of designated years of service as now pre- 
seribed by law, whichever occurs earlier. 
Existing law provides that Reserve ofli- 
cers shall receive the pay of the grade in 
which serving. However, they should be 
authorized the pay of a higher period 
after a minimum length of service on the 
same basis as provided for officers of the 
Regular Services. 
Disparities 

“Pxisting law has authorized for many 
years temperary promotion of officers of 
the Regular Armed Forces in time of war 
and provided that under such conditions 
all officers holding either permanent or 
temporary commissions would receive pay 
for grade. For the duration of the pres- 
ent emergency temporary promotion on a 
war time basis has been authorized for 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard. Pay for temporary grade in con- 
nection with these emergency temporary 
appointments has been authorized for the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
ut not for the Army. This disparity 
should be removed in any event and leg- 
islation is now pending in Congress to do 
80, but if the recommendations of this 
Committee regarding proposed changes in 
the pay period system are accepted, they 
will automatically remove this disparity. 


Increases under the Pay Peadjustment 
Act of 1922 

“The present pay and allowance sched- 
ules established for officers by the 1922 
Pay Act, as amended, are attached hereto 
as Exhibit F. 

“A comparison of the total pay and al- 
lowances for commissioned grades under 
the 1908 pay scale and at the present time 
is shown in Exhibit E. Based upon the 
Army Promotion List as of September 
141, with numbers in each pay period 
is of that date, the average total pay 
and allowances for officers has been in- 
creased since 1908, as follows:

“The base pay of officers, like that of 
enlisted men, is not only generally inade- 
quate but also is improperly adjusted for 
each of the several pay periods. The base 
pay (excluding allowances) of a second 
lieutenant was $1700 in 1908, $200 more 
than at present. In the opinion of the 
Committee it should be not less than 
$1800, which represents a 20% increase 
over the present rate. It is believed that 
a 5% increase is the minimum reasonable 
for the highest pay period, 6th. It would 
fix the rate for that period at $4200 per 
year, which is appropriate relative pay 
for a colonel under the proposed schedule 
for officers. Between these minimum and 
maximum rates, for the Ist and 6th peri- 
ods respectively, the base for all other 
periods should be established at amounts 
approximately proportional] to the length 
of time which an officer must serve in 
order to obtain the pay of those periods. 
In the Army and Navy at present there

August, 1941, published by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, a standard garrison ra- 
tion would have cost approximately 80¢ 
(79.91¢) as of that date. It is probable 
that food prices will continue to rise and 
the Committee, therefore, recommends 
that the value of one subsistence allow- 
ance be increased from 60¢ to not less 
than 70g. The number of subsistence al- 
lowances authorized for officers, with de- 
pedents, was apparently based upon the 
assumption that second lieutenants would 
have no dependents. This situation does 
not in fact exist. A large proportion of 
second lieutenants, particularly Reserve 
and National Guard officers, have de- 
pendents and provision should be made 
for them on the same basis as for other 
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were then considered appropriate rates of 
pay and allowances which were made ap- 
plicable through pay periods to officers in 
the several grades. However, certain offi- 
cers in the higher grades were prohibited 
from receiving compensation at the es- 
tablished rates by a provision in the Act 
which imposed a maximum limit upon 
total compensation of these grades. This 
limitation provides that no officer below 
the grade of colonel shall receive base and 
longevity pay exceeding $5750 per year; 
no officer below the grade of brigadier 
general shall receive pay and allowances 
totaling more than $7200; and such maxi- 
mum pay and allowances shall be limited 
to $7500 for the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral and to $9700 for the grade of major 
general. Whenever an officer’s total com- 
pensation exceeds the amounts stated 
above, his allowances are reduced by the 
amount of the excess. Officers take up 
residence at posts of duty to which they 
are assigned but a very considerable dis- 
parity in compensation exists in the case 
of an officer assigned duty without quar- 
ters as compared with another officer of 
the same rank and length of service who 
is assigned duty at a post where quarters 
are provided him. The exact effect of 
these limitations is shown in the follow- 
ing table.

“General officers do not receive longev- 
ity pay, and promotion to and within these 
grades is by selection. The pay and allow- 
ances of a major general have been in- 
creased by $35 per year since 1908. The 
pay and allowances of a brigadier gen- 
eral have been increased $5 per year since 
1908. 

“Since 1922, the pay of a brigadier gen- 
eral has been identical with that of a 
colonel with over thirty years’ service. 
Since practically all brigadier generals 
have over thirty years’ service when ap- 
pointed to that grade such promotion has 
meant unavoidable added responsibility 
and expenses with no monetary reward 
for having been selected and promoted on 
a merit basis. This procedure is contrary 
to all principles governing pay and promo- 
tion in all other grades and should be cor- 
rected. The proposed rate of pay for the 
grade of brigadier general, $7,250, is ap- 
proximately midway between the maxi- 
mum pay such an individual received as 
a colonel and the pay of a major general. 

Allowances 

“Subsistence.—The original Pay Act of 
10 June 1922, provided that each officer 
shall be entitled to an allowance for sub 
sistence ; the value of one such allowance 
to be determined by the President for each 
fiscal year in accordance with a certificate 
furnished by the Secretary of Labor show- 
ing the comparative retail cost of food 
in the United States for the previous year. 
That Act fixed the maximum value of 
one subsistence allowance at 60¢ per day 
and authorized two allowances for offi- 
cers, with dependents, in the second, 
third, or sixth period, and three allow- 
ances for such officers in the fourth or 
fifth period. In 1935, an appropriation act 
provided that the value of one subsistence 
allowance ‘shall be and remain fixed at 
60 cents per day,’ and it has so remained 
to date. The cost of food varies consid- 





grades. It is, therefore, recommended that 
2 subsistence allowances be authorized 
for officers with dependents in the first 
pay period. 

“Rental.—An_ officer is entitled to a 
money allowance for rental of quarters at 
all times except when he or his depen- 
dents are furnished adequate quarters at 
his permanent station. The amount is 
based upon a valuation of $20 per room 
and a prescribed number of rooms vary- 
ing from 2 to 6, depending upon pay peri- 
od and dependents. This basis does not 
result in providing an adequate allow- 
ance for bachelor officers or for officers 
in the junior grades with dependents, An 
increase is proposed for these categories.

“When an officer is assigned to duty 
where no Government quarters are avail- 
able (and the proportion for whom such 
quarters are available now is almost 
negligible) he must provide them for him- 
self within a distance of his post of duty 
which represents a definite limit. He can- 
not guarantee occupancy for any speci- 
fied period and must pay whatever price 
is demanded for what is available. Prac- 
tically all Naval officers, when on shore 
duty, must live in or near large cities 
where rents are generally higher than for 
the country as a whole. Under the con- 
ditions necessarily imposed upon Service 
personnel, officers cannot obtain suitable 
quarters or at times quarters of any kind 
within the allowances now authorized. 
The Committee believes that the proposed 
schedule of rental allowances shown in 
the table above represents the absolute 
minimum requirements for the average 
officer in the grades indicated.

would retain the basic structure of and 
replace the Act of 10 June 1922 (42 Stat. 
625), as amended. 
Absolute parity, with respect to 
compensation for corresponding classes of 
personnel on a career basis cannot be 
maintained for such personnel of all Ser- 
vices concerned, Disparities should be re- 
duced to the minimum consistent with 
justice to the individual and the interest 
of the Government.

Organize Mountain Troops 
Organization of an Infantry regiment, 
exclusively designed for mountain war- 
fare, was formally announced by the War 
Department this week. The unit has been 
designated as the 87th Infantry Mountain 


Regiment. Its Ist Battalion will be acti- 
vated on 15 Nov. at Ft, Lewis, Wash., 


and will serve as a nucleus for expansion. 
It will be an experimental force designed 
to test organization and equipment to 
meet the unusually rigorous requirements 
of military operation in mountain ter- 
rain. 

As forecast in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of 13 Sept., the new unit follows 
very closely the German version of moun- 
tain troops. Only men who possess the 
physical qualifications necessary for work 
at high altitudes and in low tempera- 
tures will be selected for the battalion. 
They will be thoroughly trained in moun- 
tain climbing, ski and snowshoe travel 
and living in the snow. 

The Army, through the American A\l- 
pine Club and the National Ski Associa- 
tion, is preparing a list of specially quall- 





fied enlisted men. It comprises men ex- 
perienced in winter sports and mountain 
climbing. They may apply for transfer 
to the battalion if they desire and can 
qualify, The list will be furnished to 
all Army commanders. 

lor some years the Army has had ski 
patrols, such as in the Ist and 5th In- 
fantry Divisions and the 3rd and 15th In- 
fantry regiments. The 1st Battalion of 
the new regiment, however, will be or- 
ganized along regular infantry battalion 
lines, modified to meet mountain condi- 
tions. 

In addition to three rifle companies 
and a weapons company, armed as are 
similar line companies, the battalion will 
have attached a headquarters detachment 
and detachments of a headquarters com- 
pany and service company plus one pla- 
toon of an anti-tank company. A lieuten- 
ant colonel as battalion commander, two 
majors to handle supply and executive 
duties, and three captains as company 
commanders will be assigned by the War 
Department. The remainder of the com- 
missioned officers will come from the 
Fourth Army as will the first contingent 
of the enlisted personnel. Later, enlisted 
men will be assigned from all sources, 

Stationed at first at Ft. Lewis, the 
battalion will move later to a permanent 
station to be announced, It will be at- 
tached to the Fourth Army.

Four Squares 
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Financial Digest 

It is amazing that so many units of 
Organized Labor should continue sabo- 
tage of National Defense in the face of 
the facts of the war situation, It would 
seem that the attacks which have been 
made upon our Naval vessels and ship- 
ping, and the necessity of making muni- 
tions provision for Britain, Russia and 
China, as well as for our own troops, 
would cause all American citizens to do 
their utmost to place the country in a 
condition to serve as the “Arsenal of De- 
mocracy.” However, we find certain 
Unions taking advantage of National 
need to increase their power and their 
membership. This is the case with re- 
spect to the strike in the captive mines 
this week. We have had the spectacle of 
the President appealing to and urging 
John L. Lewis, President of the United 
Mine Workers of America, to permit 
workers to resume production of coal 
which is so essential in the manufacture 
of steel, Then we had a conference be- 
tween Mr. Lewis and Director Taylor of 
the United States Steel Corporation, and 
a meeting of the two leaders with the 
resident. Over the negotiations hung a 
Presidential threat of anti-labor legisla- 
tion. During the same time the War De- 
partment ordered Col, Roy M. Jones, 
Eastern District Supervisor for the Air 
Corps Procurement Division, and his as- 
sistant, Maj. Peter Beasley, to Bendix, 
N. J., to supervise the immediate rein- 
statement of CLO members on strike, ac- 
tion which the head of the CIO Aviation 
Workers indicated would cause him to 
abandon his plan to have all such work- 
ers in the east abandon their machines. 


Mediations between the Bendix Com 
pany and the CIO Aviation Workers failed 
on Thursday, and the President ordered 
the War Department to take over the 
plant and to operate it as long as may be 
required in the interest of national de- 
fense, Accordingly the War Department 
ordered Colonel Jones to take over the 
plant. At 4:20 a.m. on Friday steel- 
helmeted Coast Artillery troops, with 
louded guns and bared bayonets set up 
a guard about the plant, 

There are other strikes or strike threats 
existing in defense plants with the re- 
sult that the public is demanding strong 
action, A Gallup Poll shows that 80% 
of the people favor flat prohibition of 
strikes in defense industries, In Congress 
there are legislators urging such action, 
but most of them are from regions where 
Organized Labor has comparatively few 
Unions. 

As an indication of the cowardice of 
Congress in this matter, it is worthwhile 
noting the attitude of the House Banking 
and Currency Committee toward infla- 
tion control, The Chairman of that Com- 
mittee indicated this week he would pro- 
pose a form of control over wages, In- 
mediately the Republican Minority of the 
Committee announced thut it would join 
Administration Democrats on the Commit 
tee in opposing wage control, and it further 
indicated that it would be very tender in 
respect to the matter of price of farm 
products. This was good news to the Ad- 
ministration, which has constantly op- 
pov-ed the use of wages and farm prices as 
factors in price fixing. The fact is that 
the Administration and Congress are un- 
willing to offend Labor and the farmers 
because, always, an election is around 
the corner. It follows that strike legisla- 
tion is not in prospect in spite of the 
President’s threats and that the price 
control measure will be so drafted as not 
to antagonize the Labor or Farm blocs. 
This means that the measure which ulti- 
mutely will be passed for the control of 
inflation will be ineffective and that later 
on as prices continue to rise it will be 
necessary to enact a supplemental statute. 

There was organized this week the 
Kccnomy Committee authorized by the 
latest Tax law. On the Committee are 
representatives of the Senate and House 
and the Treasury. The purpose of the 
Committee will be to reduce or eliminate 
non-defense expenditures. It is pointed 
out that the armament program which 
has been authorized by Congress will be 





doubled. The present total authoriza- 
tions and appropriations for National De- 
fense now exceed $60 billions. The 
double program will total more than $100 
billions. It is expected that this year the 
net national income will be between $90 
and $100 billions, It is expected that at 
the end of the present fiscal year the exist- 
ing national debt limit of $65 billions will 
be passed, and it is therefore proposed 
to increase that limit at least to $80 bil- 
lions. The Economy Committee will first 
devote its attention to nondefense expen- 
ditures and it is believed it will recom- 
mend a reduction in some of these items. 
The President already has moved in this 
direction by a proposal to consolidate the 
CCC and the NYA. This is a step in the 
right direction in the view of the Economy 
Committee.

Merchant Marine 
The Senate this week began debate on 


one of the most momentous pieces of 
legislation to be presented to it since 
April, 1917—a debate which continued 


the whole of this week, with every pros- 
pect that it would occupy the Senate the 
greater part of the coming week. 

Under consideration was H. J. Res. 237, 
a measure to amend the Neutrality Act of 
1939 to permit arming of merchantmen, 
amended by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to include also repeal of those 
sections of the act which set up combat 
zones and prohibit passage of vessels to 
belligerent ports. 

Polls of senators indicate that the reso- 
lution, as reported by the Senate com- 
mittee, will be approved by the upper 
house, Fate of the committee amendments 
in the House is uncertain. It will be re- 
called that the House approved the Ser- 
vice Extension Act by a single vote. 

The bill was reported by the Foreign 
Relations Committee after a week of 
hearings in which Secretary of State Hull, 
Chief of Naval Operations Stark and 
Maritime Commissioner Macauley and 
others testified in support of the resolu- 
tion, and Dr. Charles A. Beard, historian ; 
former Ambassador John Cudahy, econ- 
omist John T. Flynn, former Senator 
David A. Reed, political scientist Oswald 
Garrison Villard, and others opposed its 
enactment, 

Among highlights of the hearings were 
the following statements: 

In response to Senator Vendenberg’s ques 
tion, “Are we convoying ships now?” Sec 
retary Hull said, “That is my guess.” (Later 
borne out in the Navy's statement on the 
USS Kearny’s torpedoing.) 

“That (the resolution) might be called a 
step leading to war or leading to one thing 
or another, but the situation is that probably 
we won't be in any war until Hitler decrees 


that we shall, and it has not been at all to 
his advantage so far to do that.”—Secretary 
Hull. 

“IT am interested in knowing whether the 


order to shoot on sight would apply to those 
gun crews on the merchant ships, and your 
answer is ‘Yes’?"’—Senator Vanderberg. “I 
assume it would be yes. We have not come 
to that bridge, but I certainly assume it 
would be.”—-Admiral Stark. “So just for the 
sake of argument, if Germany has heretofore 
discriminated in any degree between battle 
eraft and merchantecraft, any reason or jus 
tification for that discrimination would dis- 
appear ?"’—Senator Vandenberg. “Fea.” 
Admiral Stark, 

“Has the Navy asked for the enactment of 


this particular measure ?’’—Senator Gilette. 
“No, sir; we did not initiate it.”’—Admiral 
Stark. 


“That is a gamble you take in this game. 
Which do you think is more helpful to your 
shipping? I say that the armed ship is more 
likely to eseape, although occasionally you 
might lose a lot of lives where you would not 
otherwise.”—-Admiral Stark. 

“Do you know who armed these two 
(sunken) ships which were armed ?’’—-Senator 
Clark, of Missouri, “I said the United States 
armed them ... 1 think it was done by the 
Navy Department and the guns were loaned 
possibly by the Coast Guard.”’—Captain Ma 
cauley. 

Turn Over Ships 

The Maritime Commission freighter 
Mount Evans was turned over to Russia 
this week under the lend-lease plan, and 
will fly the Soviet flag, according to ma- 
rine circles. The vessel! is now being armed 
at Beston, 

At the same time it was revealed that 
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the new $2,277,000 American freighter 
China Mail, has been turned over to En. 
gland under the Lend-Lease Act, 
Admiral Land Speaks 
Speaking at the Navy Day dinner jy 
Washington this week, Rear Adm. Emory 
S. Land, USN-Ret., Chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, greeted the Navy 
on behalf of the Maritime Commission 
and said that, “only through such mutugj 
effort as has marked our relationship 
with the Navy during the existence of the 
Maritime Commission and through com- 
plete understanding of our common prob- 
lems of national defense and economic

Concluding his remarks, Admiral] Land 
said, “The commission salutes our Com 
mander-in-Chief, the officers, the men and 
the ships of the United States Nayy 
They are the most tangible assurance the 
world has in this dark hour that freedom 
and Christian civilization shall endure,”

Pilot, Non-Pilot, Training In 


Grade 
The first contingent of officers to be 
detailed to flight training under pro 


visions of Publie Law 152 which provides 
for pilot and non-pilot training in officer 
grade for Reserve and National Guard 
officers will be started on S Nov. when 
125 officers will enter reception centers 


or civilian schools in preparation for 
flight training. 
The number of students to take up this 


training is far short of previous estimates 
of Air Corps officials and those officials 
frankly admit that number of applica 
tions have not come up to expectations 

At the same time, it was announced 
that final plans for detailing other Re 
serve and National Guard officer to non 
pilot training in navigation and bom 
bardiering have virtually been completed 
and that the Office of the Chief of Air 
Corps is now accepting applications for 
candidates desiring the non-pilot courses 
which will open on Nov. Already a 
large number of applications for these 
non-pilot courses have been received and 
selection of the first class of students is 
under way. 

The 125 Reserve and National Guard 
officers who will enter pilot training in 
grade on 8 Nov. will be detailed to the 
Air Corps’ schools at Kelly and Maxwell

Field, Tex., and to nine civilian schools 
of the West Coast Training Center area. 
Seventy of the officers will enter Max- 
well Field, 15 will be assigned to Kelly 
Field and the remaining 35 





> will be dis- 
tributed among the nine civilian schools. 
Officers entering Maxwell Field and Kelly 
Field will spend three weeks in Replace- 
ment Training Centers and will complete 
the training in 38 weeks. Those assigned 
to civilian schools will not enter a Re 
placement Training Center and their 
courses, therefore, is only of 30 weeks 
duration, 

Other courses in pilot training will 
open at Maxwell and Kelly Field, accord- 
ing to present plans on 3 Jan, 1942, and it 
is expected to detail a portion of the stu 
dents to civilian schools which will open 
three weeks later on 24 Jan. 1942. It is 
also expected that by January a training 
center for the West Coast will be opened 
and another portion of officers will be de- 
tailed to this training center. It is ex 
pected that the West Coast Training 
Center will have its Replacement Train 
ing Center and headquarters at Moffett 
Field, Calif. 

The training that is being offered to 
National Guard and Reserve officers 
identical to that offered under the Avia 
tion Cadet program. Students detailed to 
Maxwell and Kelly Fields will spend 
three weeks in Replacement training cen 
ters, 10 weeks in elementary schools, 10 
weeks in basic schools and 10 weeks in 
advanced schools. Those assigned to the 
civilian schools will follow the same pro 
gram except they will not be assigned to 
the Replacement Training Center. 

The same qualifications apply to both 
the pilot and non-pilot courses. The Of

It is interesting to note that there are 
no restrictions as to marital status or to 
dependents of the officers taking the 
training. The requirements for the most 
part are based on the assumption have 


previously passed stringent tests as to 

ability, schooling and similar tests. 
Application forms for both types of 

training can be secured only from. the 


Office of the Chief of Air Corps. By re 
quest, the Office of the Chief of Air Corps 
will send out application forms to any 
officer desiring attend these courses. 
At the present time, however, it is re 
quired that all officers assigned to this 
training must be on active duty at the 
time application for the training is made. 
Officials explained that at the present 
time no allocations were available for 
assignment of officers not on active duty 
to this training, but they added that they 
expected that funds will be made avail 
uble for these officers at a later date. 
There is likewise no allocations for the 
transfer of Reserve National Guard 
officers, who are already in training un 
der the Aviation Cadet program, to their 
former grades and ratings. These officers 
will be reinstated to their former ranks 
as soon as funds are available, While this 
is contrary to an announcement made 
earlier, it is assumed that the necessary
